“ Not merely would it be a stain 
on our character as a great meitmde pints 
also be a stain forever on our reputation for 
good faith, for it would show that, having 
given our word, as we gave it in the treaty, 
as we gave it when Manila capitulated, we 
broke our word when the slightest tempta- 
tion came, And it is for the saké of that 
policy, it is to put that policy into effect, that 
men Who supported us, as Mr. Cari Schurz 
did four years ago, now leave us. 

“Let me read you the words that Mr. 
Schurz used four years ago in describing his 
present allies. In denouncing Mr. Bryan and 
the Democracy he said that if they 
triumphed it meant that we would have for- 
feited our national honor: that if they 
triumphed they would inflict upon us a dis- 
grace 80 great that it would be well if we 
could avoid it by shedding the last drop of 
our blood, and that in the event of our elect-

At present trusts, like all matters dealing 
with corporations, have to be left to the 
action of the individual States, as labor legis- 
lation at present has to be left to the action 
of the individual States, because under the 
constitution, framed as it was over a tentury 
ago, when there was no chance of antici- 


pating what would happen in connection 


with our industrial development, the na- 
tion was explicitly barred, the federal gov- 
ernment was explicitly barred, from dealing 
with the subject. So that there has to bean 
amendment to the constitution before the 
nation can deal with these trusts in any effi- 
cient way. 
Performance, Not Promise. | 

“Tt remains, therefore, to consider what 
the States have done. Now, I don’t know 
the conditions in this State. I do know the 
conditions in my own. And I want to recite 
to you what has happened there dur- 
ing the-last two years. Two years ago 
I ran for Governor against ex-Judge 
Van Wyck, who was the hominee of 
the New York Democracy as embodied 
and personified in Richard Croker [ap- 
plause and hisses], a gentleman with whose 
name you seem to be familiar. Mr. Croker 
and Mr. Van Wyck went much further than 
L was prepared to go in the denunciations of 
corporations and trusts, because I was ham- 
pered by the fact that I intended to make 
my words good. [Applause.}] I was elected, 
and, on turning to the subject, the most 
flagrant evil appeared to be ‘the fact that 
there were exceedingly wealthy corporations 
which obtained their wealth by means of 
franchises from the public, and yet which 
paid no adequate return to the public, al- 
though certain private individuals made. 


‘such stupendous fortunes from them. Ac- 
cordingly, as the first and most important 


step, was passed the franchise tax law to 
tax adequately street railway and similar 
corporations, making the longest stride ever 
taken in that State\and putting on the as- 
sessment rolls nearly $200,000,000 of corpo- 
rate property which had hitherto improperly 
escaped taxation. And as the result of that 
legislation and the similar legislation aimed 
at a similar end during the preceding year 
of Republican supremacy, we have this year 
in New York State a lower tax rate than for 
forty years previous. {[{Applause.] 
you see, that is not promise. It is perform- 
ance. 

.“* At the-time that that law was being put 
through ex-Judge Van Wyck and Mr. Croker 
were in speech and interview denouncing 
trusts In language that I should deem, if any- 
thing, extravagant. And also at that time 
they were becoming the two largest stock- 
holders, in the worst trust in the United 
States, the ice trust. They were adding to 
public denunciation of trusts private owner- 
ship in them. Now, gentlemen, you

MEN DRIVEN FROM SHAFT. 


STRIKING MINERS SWEEP DOWN 
ON LATTIMER AND WIN. | 


Sherif! Tricked and Operators Forced 

to Close the Plant—Women Lead Mob 

to Victory—Not a Shot Is Fired Dur- 

ing the Remarkable Demonstration 

—President Mitchell Announces a 

Convention of Warkers to Act on 
Offer of Employers... 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.! 

Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Latti- 
mer was captured early this morning by an 
army of 3.500 strikers, who invaded the 
‘company's property, drove 800 minefs pell- 
mell to shelter in guard buildings, hooted 
the Sheriff, and set his deputies at defiance. 
A shot, a blow, and Lattimer probably would 
have seen the slaughter of 1897 repeated. 
Tonight Sheriff Harvey has called on the 
Governor for troops, while the mine fs shut 
and will remain so until the strike is over. 

Today's march on the big mine was the 
culmination of many morning raids by strik- 
ing miners and women. It was planned and 
led by a woman, and a woman also nearly 
precipitated a fight by standing, revolver 
in hand, in front of her husband, daring ‘the 
strikers to touch him. -They dldé not touch 
him, although there were ow Pe them 
and only one woman barred the Fe. 

It was just daylight when the first party 
of strikers reached Lattimer. They num- 
bered 800 and had marched twelve miles 
over the mountains in four hours. With 


Sheriff Harvey and five deputies were guard- 
ing the main road, so the McAdoo men took 
to a mountain path and reached the town 
unopposed. 

Down the main street the strikers charged 
with a yell that roused the town and brought 
the Sheriff and his posse to tHe scene ona 
run. Then the strikers gathered in front 
of the company’s store and the bolder sptr- 
its invited the guards to come out. The 
guards declined to come. 


Keep Sheriff Away by a Trick. 

For an hour the McAdoo men marched up 
and down the streets. The Sheriff ordered 
them to disperse, but they brushed him aside. 
This was a part of the carefully laid plan of 
attack. The McAdoo men were to keep the 
Sheriff in the road, while the Jeddo and 
Coleraine men were to invade the strtppings. 
These latter forces gathered on the hills 
above Lattimer at midnight, but. their pres- 
ence was unknown to the authorities. . 

‘At 6 a. m. another force of 800 or 900 strik- 
ers appeared. Once more the Sheriff and his 
men tried .to stop them, but were brushed 
uside. Then there was more marching until 
6:30 o'clock, when the mines were to start up. 

Hardly had the whistle sounded when 
across the valley two revolver shots were 
heard. It was the signal for the Jeddo and 
Coleraine men. With a whoop, 500 of them 
dashed out of the woods and down the 
mountain straight towards the men at work. 
From where the Sheriff stood they looked 
like an army of ants as they swarmed over 
the culm bank. 

It was the first ense of trespass since the 
strike began. Trespass caused the death of 
over twenty men at Lattimer three years 
ago, but Sheriff Harvey would not shoot. 
One deputy fired into the air. and in ten min- 
utes ten Jeddo men had wrenched the 
weapon from him and sent him rolling down 
the slate pile. . 


Miners Drop Tools and Run. 

The miners at work fled before the charging 
strikers like sheep, while their wives and 
children ran to the company store screaming 
that they would be killed. Only. one work- 
man was hurt. He stopped to pick up his 
tools and was caught and beaten. In five 
minutes not one of Lattimer’s 800 miners 
was left at work. 

Half a dozen special police jumped on a 
mine locomotive and started in pursuit of the 
strikers, but the latter were through the 
mine property and on the public road before 
any arrests could be made. The McAdoo 
men, led by “ Mother’’ Jones of Chicago’ 
hurried to meet them. 

The two forces joined on the spot where 
the rioters were killed three years ago. 
Again Sheriff Harvey tried to disperse them 
and was advised to go home. He went. 
Then the strikers returned to town and 
posted guards at the miners’ houses to see 
they did not return to work. Every home 
but one was guarded. This one was the home 
of Patrick Gardiner, whose wife, Mary, 
stood in the front yard, revolver in hand, and 
dared the strikers to enter. None did. 

At 0 o'clock the slege was raised and most ' 
of the strikers returned home, but nearly

Pathetic Incident Develops. 


- Mrs. Rosalia Shrepst reached Hazleton this 
morning in quest of her husband, John 
Shrepst, a miner, from whom she had not 
heard for three years. She came all the way 
frem Austria to learn that her husband was 
killed at Lattimer three years ago. Shrepst 
came to Hazleton from Europe four years 
ago and went to work in a mine at Harwood. 
For a year his wife heard from him regular- 
ly.. ‘Then the letters stopped suddenly. That 
was in September, 1807, for Shrepst was one 
of the Harwood strikers who marched on 
Lattimer and were shet down by the Dep- 
uty Sheriffs. 

Shenandoah, Pa., Oct. 6.—This town today 
witnessed the biggest demonstration ever 
heli within. its limits. Over 5,000 striking 
mine workers marched through the streets 
and up to Soldiers’ Monument Park, Locust 
Mountain, where they held a mass-meeting 
and Nstened to words of encouragement 
from National President John Mitchell.

* Pioneer in Packet Business. . 

Mr. Charles Wheeler came with Eastern 
officials in 1848.to be present at the opening 
of the Illinois-Michigan Canal between Chi- 
cago and La Salle, Ill., and to engage in the 
packet business. A few months later Mr. 
Nathan Wheeler came and engaged in the 
same business. There were no railroads in 
Chicago then, and, the completion of the 
canal, giving Chicago communication with 
Illinois River, and then to the Mississippi 
and St. Louis, was the first great triumph 
in the transportation history of the city. 

‘Forgotten, unheard of to many of the 
younger generation, is the old canal and the 
packet system which wes the finest mode of 
travel in .those days,’ said Mr. Wheeler, 
“but it was closely lated with the 
early history of Chicago. bout two years 
after the opening of the canal the first rail- 
road connected Chicago with Galena, Ill.” - 

Mr. Wheeler gave up the packet business 
to enter the employ of the Illinois Central 
railroad, and in 1852 took out the first pas- 
senger train from Chicago to Kankakee, as 
far as the road had been completed. Mr. 
Wheeler remained with the Ilinols Central 
company eleven years, and then entered 
the employ of the Rock Island company. 
After thirty-four years’ service with that 
company he retired in 1877. 

Mr. Nathan- C. Wheeler also has been 
identified closely with the transportation 
history of Chicago. On the decline of the 
packet system he, too, entered the service 
of the Rock Island railroad company. 


Raised Garden on State Street. 


Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Wheeler’s first homein 
Chicago was on the present site of Roths- 
child's store, ‘‘ where we raised sweet corn 
and pumpkins,’’ Mrs. Wheeler said, laugh- 
ingly. Thirty-four years ago they removed 
to the Prairie avenue home, which was 
spared by the fire in 1871. 

* The real estate dealers boasted that Chi- 
cago had 16,000 inhabitants as early as 1850, 
‘but pioneers declare it to be an open ques- 
tion. The great social event of that year,”’ 
said Mrs. Wheeler, “ was the opening of the 
Tremont House by Mr. Ira Couch. It was 
the most brilliant affair Chicago had even 
seen.”’

report by the Government Board of Health, 
which watched the experiments, déclares the 
serum a success, and if more tests bring the 
same results the full amount of the reward 
will be turned over to Dr. Bellingaghi. The 
serum was tried on patients in the military 
and. San Sebastian Hospitals, and in 85 per 
cent of the cases it was successful. The 
usual mortality in yellow fever cases is 50 
to 80 per cent. 


MRS. HERRICK SUES STEPSON. 


Wants $25,000 for Alleged Slander in 
His Statements That He Believed 
She Poisoned His Father. 


Edward P. Herrick, 368 Forty-fourth 
street, is the defendant in a suit for $25,000 
damages for alleged slander, brought in the 
Circuit Court by Mrs. Mary M. Herrick, 
4405 Champlain avenue, The case is an out- 
‘growth of the sensational developments fol- 
lowing the death of the defendant's father, 
Edward P. Herrick, who died suddenly on 
Aug. 9, 1900, and which was the subject of an 
extended investigation. The verdict of the 
Coroner's jury was that Herrick’s death re- 
sulted from heart disease and gave no in- 
timation of poisoning. 

Samuel J. Lumbard, attorney for Mrs. 
Herrick, widow of the dead man, said: 
“We have had this action in mind for some 
time. Mrs. Herrick thought that she was 
entitled to a judgment for the effect of a 
vindication. I anticipate no difficulty in get- 
ting a verdict. We have any number of wit- 
nesses who will testify that Herrick openly 
and repeatedly charged that Mrs. Herrick 
poisoned his father, and it is a well known 
fact that at the Coroner’s inquest he tried in 
every way, directly and indirectly, to estab- 
lish the truth of histheory. So insistent was 
he that Mrs. Herrick, in mortification and 
indignation, demanded a post-morten in- 
vestigation.”’

PRISONER TO TRY AGAIN, 


‘Will Lay the Case Before An- 
other Judge; Hoping for a 
Different Decision. 


NOW DOING A LIFE TERM. 


John Redmond's petition to be released 
from the penitentiary at Joliet on the ground 
that the mittimus was defective was re- 
fused yesterday by Judges Kavanagh, Bren- 
tano, and Baker, sitting en banc, on the 


two recently made by Judge Hanecy in the 
cases of John Bell and Joseph Wyman, but 
it will not affect their freedom. 

Attorney W. G. Anderson, who has charge 
of Redmond’s case, asked fhat the prisoner 
remain in jail in Chicago for a week to give 
‘him time to bring another writ before an- 
other Judge. His request was granted. 


Ground of the Decision. 


The decision, which was read by Judge 
Kavanagh, announced that a statute of the 
Btate provides that a mittimus to be suffi- 
cient and valid must contain or be accompa- 
‘nied by a certified copy of the judgment ren- 
dered on the prisoner. In this case, said 
Judge Kavanagh, the judgment certified to 
by the Clerk of the Criminal Court is writ- 
ten into the body of the mittimus. The vari- 
ous peints enunciated by the decision are as 
follows: 

“1. When one is taken from his home the 
precept under which he is held must show 
the offense with which he is charged and the 
authority that justifies it, but, after regular 
trial and sufficient judgment, the imprison- 
ing officer finds his justification in the judg- 
ment of the court and no writ is necessary to 
compel his performance of this public duty. 

“2. Section 21 ef the habeas corpus act 
provides that no person shall be discharged 
under the provisions of the act if he is in 
custody by virtue of final judgment or decree 
of any competent court of civil or criminal 
jurisdiction. 

“3. The writ of habeas corpus was not de- 
signed to act as a writ of error or writ of 
review, and wherever error can be corrected 
by writ of error habeas corpus will not lie,

“There is a statute in this State,” said 
Judge Kavanagh, “that provides for the 
remittance-to the warden of the penitentiary 
of a certified copy of the judgment rendered 
In a case of a prisoner, and this copy of judg- 
ment rendered shall be a sufficient warrant 
to hold the prisoner during the term speci- 
fied. In this case it is argued that the judg- 
ment is bad inasmuch as it does not state 
the crime for which the prisoner was con- 
victed. The relator’s argument is based on. 
false premises. If the form of the judgment 
be bad the relator, who ils confessedly gullty 
of the crime of murder, js entitled to have 
the judgment corrected in form before the 
proper tribunal, but he is not entitled to be 
discharged.” 

Concluding his decision, Judge Kavanagh 
said that on broad grounds reason was 
against the contention of the relator. .

Exchange Company, to Handle Board of 
Trade Quotations, Files Its Arti- 
cles of Incorporation. 


New York, Oct. 6.—[Special.]-—A certificate 
of incorporation of the Exchange Telegraph 
company, which is totransmit commercial 
quotations for the Board of Trade of Chicago 
and other cities, was filed today with the 
County Clerk of Hudsen County, N. J., and 
with the Secretary of Stateat Trenton. The 
authorized capital stock is $5,000,000. 

The stated objects of the company are to 
acquire by purchase or lease and to operate 
throughout the United States a system of 
‘telegraph and telephone wires, to conduct 
the business of transmitting messages by 
telegraph and telephone, and transmit and 
sell market and all kinds of news, to operate 
tickers and like instruments for the prompt 
transmission of all market quotations and 
other news; also, to lease to other companies 
wires, and to conduct in the cities and vil- 
lages of the United States a general messen- 
ger service; also, to manufacture and sell 
. electrical power and dé a general telegraph 
and telephone business. 

The incorporators are: Louis B. Dalley, 
Clifford Perkins, Evan J. Dudley, Charles H. 
Barkley, Kenneth K. McLaren, Forest F. 
Gould, Millard W. Baldwin, Thornton 
Parker, John I, Billings, and Adolphus Smed- 
burg Jr., all of New Jersey. 


> President W..§8. Warren of the Chicago 
Roard of Trade said yesterday the work of 
construction of the new system will begin 
as soon as practicable. Stock in the new 
concern will be placed on the market shortly 
after Nov. 1. When completed the lines will 
be 4,700 miles in length. According to Mr. 
Warren the new company will have exclusive 
privileges in the matter of telegraph wires 
on the floor of the Chicago Exchange. Presi- 
dent Warren said: | 

The project for building a new telegraph sys- 
tem to connect the various commercial exchanges 
of the country has grown out of the efforts of the 
Chicago Board of Trade to suppress bucket shops 
through the medium of the control of their quo- 


tations. It being necessary for the carrying out 
of their plans to have a telegraph company which 
would perate with the board, and the existing 


companies having declined to accede to certain 
reasonable conditions imposed by the board, it 
was decided to incorporate this new company, with 
which the board has authorized an exclusive con- 
tract for space in their bullding and for the distri- 
bution of their quotations to points which the 
new company will reach. This will include all 
cities where commercial exchanges exist and other 
points where the grain business will justify it. 
The lines will be about 4,700 miles in length. 

A representative of the Exchange Telegraph 
company is now engaged in securing from other 
exchanges contracts for free space, and the co- 
operation of all the exchanges will insure the 
success of the new company beyond peradventure, 
as it is well known that the interexchange busi- 
ness and the leasing of private wires to brokers is 
the most profitable business in all the field of 


telegraphy.

TEST CREMATORY AT EVANSTON 


First Experiment Made by the Depart-. 
; ment of the New Device tor | 


Consuming Waste. 

Commissioner of Public Works Moore of 
Evanston yesterday morning completed the 
first formal test of Evanston’s new crema- 
tory. By the use of 3,417 pounds of coal ten 
tons of garbage was consumed, leaying only 
475% pounds of ashes, and the fire was kept 
up in the furnace for eleven hours after the 
experiment.The garbage was of the worst 
chafacter that cou:d" be secured; and, judg- 
ing from the amount burned in this test over 
twenty-two tons could be incinerated in 
twenty-four hours, while the guarantee of 
the builders is only for twelve tons in that 
time. No complaint has been made in re- 
pint to any offensive odor arising from the 
piant. 

The crematory proper is bui-t of fire brick, . 
and the garbage receptacle is off sheetiron. 
This receptacle is divided into five compart- 
ments, each of which has a capacity of two 
wagonloads. After the refuse dries in the 
receptac:e it fale through a series of per- 
forated arches to’ the lowest floor of the 
plant. By this time nothing but ashes is 
left, and this is raked out. 

A sheetiron canopy over the receptacle 
stops the hot air arising from the burning 
refuse, and it is returned in large pipes to 
form a Graft for the fire. Cag

Election System Not Fair. 

Elections are lotteries in this country, per- 
haps, more thameanywWhere else, and the rea- 
son why an enormous vote secures such a 
small share of the representation lies partly 
in arbitrary subdivision constituencies. 
Small boroughs and petty districts retain 
the right to return one and sometimes two 
members, when they should be, merged ip 
larger constituencies, Then, our registra- 
tion system is such that the wealthier voter 
is at an enormous advantage always, but 
particularly when the poll is.taken on an 
old register. 

The register of votes in England is made 
up each year on the 20th of July...Owners 
of real estate, under all the forme of tenure 
prevalent, must have resided stx' months in 
the constituency previous to that date to 
become qualified. Renters of dwellings and 
lodgers must have been twelve months not 
only in the constituency. but in the particu- 
lar dwelling’ occupied by them: when the 
register is made up. Once finally adjusted 
by the revising gourt, the register comes 
into force on the succeeding Ist of January, 
and remains in force for twelve months. In 
large towns a great proportion of the work- 
ing population is migratory; therefore, when 
an election takes place, as in the present in- 
stance, on a register made up nearly fifteen 
months before the date of polling, great 
numbers of the lower ranks of voters, par- 
ticularly in larger cities, have gone away. 

These electors are not disfranchised in a 
technical sense, because they remain for 
a whole year qualified to vote in the con- 
stituency where their:names were put upon 
the roll. 

One Man Has Many Votes. 

One man in this country may have twenty 
votes, provided they are in different con- 
stituencies and if the pollings are judiciously 
distributed he can career about the three 
kingdoms and support his candidate in every 
constituency where he is qualified. But not 
so with the workingman. He has only one 
vote, and frequently can’t use it, because 
he would lose perhaps a day’s work if he 
traveled the distance necessary to reach the 
constituency where he ie qualified.

a Hedlyite, was also nominated. His friends 
at once put down the full fees for a con- 
tested election, and; Parnell being unpre- 
‘pared, was disqualified, Carew being forth- 
with returned as the member for the di- 
vision. 

This trick, perpetrated at the expense of a 
fellow-Nationalist, has aroused the fiercest 
indignation, but if Carew chooses to retain 
the seat he is legally entitled to do so. He 
was thrown.out of his own former seat for 
the College Green division of Dublin because 
he had been presented at court this year..

‘Sir Ernest. Mason Satow, K. C. M. G, the new British Minister to Pekin, has 
been in her Majesty’s diplomatic service since 1868. He was born on June 30, 
1843. His first diplomatic work was as student interpreter in the Japan Consular 
service. This was in 186t. In 1865 he was promoted to be interpreter, and three 


. years’ Mayda chosen as Japanese secretary to the British Legation in Tokio, In 


1884 he was made Agent and Consul General at Bangkok, and in February of 
the year following he was raised to the office of Minister-resident. After three years 
in this office he was transferred to Montevideo, where he remained as Minister- 
resident until 1893, when he was appointed’| Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 


_ Plenipotentiary in Morocco. 


He was given the post at Tokio in 1893; and for seven years has held it with 
considerable distinction. Shortly before the treuble broke out in China, at the re- 
quest of Sir Claude Macdonald, whose health in Pekin was r, the home gov- 
ernment ordered Satow and Macdonald to exchan places. Before the order could 
be carried out, however, hostilities had begun in China, and it is only now that the 


transfer has become possible. Sir Ernest Satow was made a C. M. G..in August. 


1883. and was raised'to K. C. M. G. in 1895, the same year he was knighted. 
Like most. members of the British diplomatic corps who have reached. the 
rank of Minister, Sir Ernest has written s¢veral works on the countries in which he 


‘has served. His first book was a “ Handbook on Japan,” which he wrote in collab-

RECENT LOCAL FAILURES. 


: {BY GEORGE SILER.] 

After dropping thousands’ of dollars into 
the pugilistic promoters’ coffers the fistic 
followers in the West, like those in the East, 
are getting wise. 

There was a time, and not leng ago at 
that, when lovers of the manly art of self- 
defense would pay any price to witness a 
contest or a number of contests between 
fairly good men. Even third and fourth 
raters, with nothing better than a city or 
perhaps a ward reputation, were considered 
an attraction strong enough to pack a build- 
ing. 

But today nothing but the simon pure ar- 
ticle, with world-wide reputations, will ap- 
peal to the pockets of admirers of the sport. 
They want the best the market affords and 
will have nothing else. This being the case, 
the question naturally arises, What is the 
cause? Have they had a surfeit of the game, 
or have they simply been overloaded with 
cheap material, and so demand a higher and 
better grade of goods? I cannot believe the 
game has been done brown in Chicago, but 
am under the impression that supporters of 
the sport want the crackerjackg of the pro- 
fession and are willing to pay handsomely 
for the pleasure of seeing them perform. 

->- 

This was shewn conclusively when Terry 
McGovern, “‘ Kid’’ McCoy, Tommy Ryan, 
Bob Fitzsimmons, and other topnotch fight- 


- ers handed out their respective hooks and 


cross-counters at Tattersall's. So, judging 
from. the crowd that attended the contests 
when the men referred to held the center of 
the ring, it strikes me those who maintain 
the sport want the all-wool-and-a-yard-wide 
goods. A convincing evidence of that was 
shown by the slim attendance at Tatter- 
sall’s last Tuesday night. The star bouts 
upon that occasion were between Billy Stift, 
& well-known Chicagoan, and Dick O’Brien 
of Lewiston, Me., and Dal Hawkins of Cali- 
fornia and Otto Sieloff, formerly of Detroit, 
Mich., but now of this city. ‘I tried to be- 
lieve O'Brien's fierce battle with Jack Root 
&@ short time back and Dal Hawkins’ reputa- 
tion and his known ability as a scientific 
pugilist, matched with a pair of fair local 
men, weuld be magnetic enough to attract 
if not a large at least a fair crowd. But in 


this I missed my guess. The card 
for that evening looked strong on 
paper. It was expected Stift and O’Brien 


would at least put up a murderous setto, and 
that the Hawkins and Sieloff bout would be 
& pretty affair to witness, but both, I regret 
to say, petered out. ’ 
“Stift was not himself and put up a poor 
article of fight. Had he gone at O’Brien 
as he did at Jack Jeffries, Barney Connors, 
and others the long end of the purse would 
certainly have been his, as Dick was loaded 
down with fat and could not have withstood 
& strong pace. The Hawkins-Sielof con- 
test also failed to come up to expectations, 
Simply because Hawkins contented himself 
with avoiding Sieloff’s wild swings and 
Tushes, and depended updn his science in 
countering and cross-countering to win. 

The preliminary bouts, generally put on 
to fill up and not as an appeal to the box 
Office, Were more satisfactory than the semi- 
windup and windup. That the “ prelim ” 
boys should give better satisfdction than 
the head liners is not the fault of the man- 
agement nor the matchmaker of the club, as 
it is to their benefit to give their patrons 
what in street parlance is termed, *‘a run 
for their money.” But no man, nor any set 
of men, be he or they ever so well posted in 
pitting fighters against each other, can 
forefeli whether a contest ora series of 
— will be vicious or tame 

t was certainly expected Stift and 0" 
would sail in from the tap 
other, and it certainly was 
not expec nes and Fraze .

Chicago wants the best and is willing to 
pay for it, but if the best ones come heré with 
unsavory reputations, Chicago does not 
want them atany price. Taking it for grant- 
ed such is the case. who and how many of 
the vast horde of fighters scattered through- 
out the country can local fight promoters se- 
cure to appease the appetite for good hard 
contests of their patrons. 

A hasty glance over the list of preferables 
shows few. Beginning with the heavy- 
weights, we have Champion Jeffries, Gus 
Ruhlin, Tom Sharkey, Jim Corbett, and Joe 
Choynski, Fitzsimmons having retired. 
The limit of rounds placed on boxing in 
Chicago is six. Such being the case, is it 
reasonable to suppose any of the top notch 
heavyweights will come here and fight six 
rounds for several thousand dollars as hard 
as they would twenty rounds for $20,000 or 
more? 

For sake of argument, suppose a pair of 
the first-class big guns were matched, witha 
pledge they would fight for a knockout, and 
fail to live up to their agreement. Who 
would be compelled to sheulder the respon- 
sibility and suffer thereby? The promoters, 
of course. The fighters would come in for 
their share of the abuse, but the fight man- 
agers would be the financial sufferers in the 
long run. I do not wish to infer the big fel- 
lows would fake it, but there have been so 
many shady fights of late the public has be- 
come suspicious, and rightfully so. 

From the heavies we drop to the middle- 
weights. In that division we have McCoy, 
Tommy Ryan, Jack Root, and Jack Moffat, 
as the best. McCoy is in bad repute and I 
question whether Chicagoans hanker for 
Ryan. Moffat is laid up for repairs, which 
leaves Root to meet Dick O’Brien, Tommy 
West, Billy Hanrahan, Kid Carter, Tim Mur-

n the light and heavy welterweights we 
have Rube Ferns, Matty Mathews, Phila 
Jack O’Brien, Barney Connors, Bob Long, Foe 
Walcott, and Mysterious Billy Smith.

Joe Gans, Frank 
Erne, and George McFadden hold the pre- 
mier position among the lightweights, so the 
selections in that class are meager.

Contests between top-notchers in any di- 
vision against a second of third class man 
does not meet with the approval of the fol- 
lowers of the sport and as there are few 
really first-class fighters in the various di- 
visions the difficulties which beset fight pro- 
moters are apparent. Contests which would 
appear good on paper and which undoubted- 
ly would develop in the ring would be be- 
tween Gans and Erne and the winner against 
McFadden, McGovern against Gans or Erne 
or a match with each, or McGovern against 
a pair of second or third-rate lightweights, 
Root against any one of the several middle- 
weights referred to, or a pair of Eastern 
middies might be givenatrial. Santry anc 
Yanger, or either of them, against out o. 
town boys in their class ought to furnish 
rare sport. 

The promoters, so they inform me, have a 
number of good matches in sight, but the 
downright cracker jacks are scarce and diffi- 
cult pieces of fight furniture to match.

DUE TO ROWDYISM. 


—— 


Broekiyn’s Pennant-Wianing Team 
the Chief Offender, Through Fear of 
Being Beaten Out by 
Reasons for Lack of iInterest— 


Friendly Rivalry a Necessity—Na-.

Well, it is all over but the shouting. A few 
more dilatory skirmishes and the most dis- 


astrous baseball season in the history ged 


National league will be over. Brooklyn 
won the pennant. It is a hollow honor for 
Ebbitts, Abell Co. There is about 
much rejoicing in Brooklyn over the feat 
performed by the team as there is in oye + 
because Loftus has managed to land 
team where it is. 

Brooklyn has won the pennant. How? 
Brookiyn’s winning percentage was piled up 
by questionable means, by rowdyism, by bul- 
lying umpires, and by the nerve of the play- 
ers. Brooklyn undoubtedly has the best 
ball club in the league. It should have won 
the pennant easily. Instead of winning by 
honest ball playing, by hard work, and by 
diligent efforts Hanlon’s team after playing 
hard for a time and building up a big 
got overconfident and loafed. Then, when 
danger threatened, the team resorted to row- 
dyism and managed to win games it should 
have lost because of lack of condition. 
Later Hanlon whipped his men into better 
condition, and they came on, winning going 


ula 

Uns in the extreme, Hanlon’s 
ctowd, when endangered, refused to play off 
a postponed game with Pittsburg when the 
Pirates were making their rush to the front. 
Did any ohe ever hear of a club making such 
a stand before? The situation was desper- 
ate. Brooklyn took desperate measures. 
There were two postponed games in the 
series and one open date. Pittsburg wanted 
to play a double-header and clear up the 
schedule. Brooklyn was forced under the 
rules to play off postpened games on open 
dates, but the management declined to play 
a double-header, thus cutting Pittsburg out 
of a chance to pull toeventerms. Pittsburg 
won the one game played on that open date. 


-2- 
What a season it has been! Six élubs out of 
the eight had hard picking, and at least four 
are losers. Pittsburg made big money and 
Philadelphia cieared a healthy percentage— 
that on top of the great expectations of the 
spring. Probably every magnate in the eight 
had ideas of fortunes rolling in at the gate 
when the season opened. They had at heavy 
expense accomplished their long-sought aim 
and reduced the league to eight clubs. They 
expected a revival in public interest. In- 
stead they found the public refused to grow 
enthusiastic and interest was growing less 
every day. They could not understand 
it. They could not realize that they, 
their players, and their methods had hurt 
the game in the estimation of the people. 
The race was close, even to the end, although 
the big lead attained by Brooklyn early in 
the season hurt interest elsewhere. The 
people were tired of the way baseball was 
being handled. The weakness of the mag- 
nates, their bickerings, and the ceaseless 
kicking and senseless delays on the field 
helped irritating conditions already bad. 
Besides the clubs were so evenly matched 
that for moet of the season the people of 
seven cities regarded their teams as losers. 
It was four months. before the people of 
Pittsburg realized the team was a winning 
one. Rowdyism in Brooklyn and bad condi- 
tions in New York deadened interest all over 
the boroughs, and before July the men who 
handle baseball realized they were going to 
lose. They have lost. They will lose more 
next season unless they manage to legislate 
gome interest into the game. 
->- 


There is one remedy in sight and that is 
an American association. Whether the 
league magnates can be made to believe it or 
not, a secondary organization cotperating 
with the National league in friendly rivalry 
is the only thing that will start the game on 
an upward path. Quin’s league will hardly 
do unless some process for manufacturing 
gold out of heated atmosphere can be in- 
vented. The American league has it in its 
power to help baseball, but the American 
league magnates have a habit of helping 
themselves first. They have done well on 
strictly business lines and by good, hard 
work have made money out of baseball. 
They aré not going to expand and form an 
organigation like the old American associa- 
tion unless they can do it on busirtéss prin- 
ciples, and they are ‘extremely chary about 
expanding under the weak rule of N. BE. 
Young or merely to better the business of 
the National league. 

They believe prosperity and protection be- 
gin at home, and they will keep that pros- 
perity to themselves as long as possible. 
If the National league would discard Presi- 
dent Young, stop its wretched wrangling 
and petty fights, sit down hard on some 
selfish magnates who want to hog the ring, 
and with a good, capable head of affairs 
come forward with some business proposi- 
tions to the American league the danger to 
the National league would be past. 

For an even dozen years the Chicago elub 
has looked strong in the spring and appeared 
weak in the fall. This season is an excep- 
tion. The team looked weak in the spring, 
but is full of promise for next year. Man- 
ager Loftus has made a great record. He 
has taken an unmanageable, unruly lot of 
men of indifferent worth and placed them 
well In one of the most trying races In base- 
ball history. He had nothing to work on 
except a strong pitching staff, and that an 
unwieldy one. He has taken a miserable 
hitting outfit and made it win. With an 
awful infield and an outfield in which but 
one man was playing the game, with prob- 
ably the most brainless team in the league, 
he has kept the club well the race ali 
season. Had Clingman or McCormick either 
played up to their previous form even for 
two months, the team would have landed 
in third place. What the season has cost 
Loftus is hard to calculate. He has done 
more thinking this season than all his two 
score men put together, and as a result the 
club is where it is in spite of everything. 


Now Loftus, knowing his men, is pracing 
for another battle. He is going to undertake 
what Anson and Burns were too weak to 
attempt. He is going to drive a bunch of 
old-time tested players off the team, fill 
their places with men possibly inferior in 
ability but vastly superior in willingness and 
speed, and try to build up a team in Chicago. 
The management has at last earned the re- 
spect of the patrons. It has made every 
effort to bettar the team. It has laid out 
money and offered all sorts of trades. That 
the team is no better is not the fault of 
either Hart or Loftus. 

One instance will show what Loftus has 
suffered this season and how hard the man- 
agement is trying to better the team. Pitts- 
burg was tired of Ely and Ely was in bad 
form. Clingman had played good ball for 
Louisville and Dreyfuss did not forget. 
Loftus had a trade made of Clingman for 
Kly. He kept Clingman in the game, f 
ing the trade would be blocked if Clingm 
was on the bench. Clingman lost about 
eight games during that period. The Chi- 
cago club went to Pittsburg. Clingman 
fumbled everything tn sight, threw wild, 
kicked the ball, and fell all over himeelf. 
Ely went over second base,. knocked down 
grounders with one hand, caught liners in 
his teeth, kicked base hits into double plays, 
and when Loftus went to hunt Dreyfuss to 
close the trade Dreyfuss had left word that

That was four years ago. Mr. Tucker, 


interests, and who is a down East Yankee, 
with a born knowledge of horses and the true 
New England instinct for getting the good 
ones for less than they are really worth, was 
on a scouting trip through Iowa with the idea 
of picking up a good road horse if one could 
be found at the right price. On such trips 
Mr. Tucker spends a good deal of his time 
around livery stables, knowing that the 
habitués of such a place will know all about 
the speed that is to be had within a radius 
of ten miles. In one Iowa town a man with 
whom he had “talked horse’ told Mr.

This 
horse was Franker. 


Owned by a Farmer. ; 

He had at that time a record of 2:21% am 
was owned by a farmer who had bred him. 
As a colt Franker was allowed to run out 
winter and summer, grass in the warm 
monthe and corn fodder in the cold season 
being his principal] food. “When he was com- 
ing 4 vears old, ng a fall colt, a horse 
breaker in the neighborhood got the farmer 
to let.him have the colt to be broken. When 
this part of Franker’s education was com- 
pleted the colt breaker told the farmer the 
horse was a fast trotter and offered to enter 
him in a race at Oskaloosa at his own ex- 
pense. This was agreed to, and Franker 
made his first start under those conditions. 
He won in 2:25, distancing the field, which 
ended his campaign, but the next year he 
was out again. By this time Franker had 
made more speed and took a record of 2:21%, 
and 'n one of his races forced a horse to trot 
2:17 to beat him. 

I: was the following winter that Mr. Tuck- 
er appeared on the scene. He looked at the 
horse and asked the price. The farmer said 
$600. Mr.-Tucker went away; but before leav- 
ing town authorized another man to offer 
$200 for*Franker. This offer, which was duly 
made, led to a feeling of coolness between 
the farmer and Mr. Tucker's agent, so Tuck- 
er wrote a letter explaining that he was the 
one to blame. This led to some correspond- 
ence, during which Tuckerdncreased his offer 
to $250 and the farmer reduced his price from 
$600 to $300. Then Mr. Tucker wrote the 
Iowa man that, being a Yankee, he was 
willing to split the difference and give $275. 


Develops Some Lameness. _. 

He got the horse, but-after reaching Chi 
cago Franker did not look well and Mr. Tuck- 
er asked Mr. Billings to please keep away 
from the stable for a few weeks. Among 
other troubles the horse had a lameness, and 
it was not until the frog of one foot had 
been cut out anda large piece of cornstalk 
extracted that this was remedied. From that 
day Franker began to show his real worth, 
and although Mr. Billings was not much im- 
pressed with him at first sight he found that 
the Iowa horse had a lot of speed, and now 
he is one of the stars of the stable. 

For $260 Mr. Tucker bought in Michigan 
the gray mare Minerva, which Mr. Billings 
drove in 2:15% over the Washington Park 
track a few.years ago. Since then the stable 
has become so prominent that now there is 
neither time nor disposition to develop ma- 
terial for the owner's use. Lucille, Bumps, 
Free Bond, all record breakers at the wagon 
gait, cost from $3,000 to $5,500 apiece, but the 
price does not cut much figure when the 
horses can “ make good ”’ by keeping in front 
all the time. Mr. Billings is too much ofa 
horseman to buy a trotter or pacer simply 
because it can go a fast mile. That is, of 
course, the first consideration, but after the 
speed has been shown he gets up and drives 
the animal himself to see if it has a good 
mouth and is otherwise mannerly for road 
use. When fhese qualifications are. present 
there is no troublein concluding the trade. 


Why Horses Go Fast. 

“ Our new trotters and pacers are certain- 
ly getting to have a lot of performing blood 
in their pedigrees, and in a little while it 
will be no uncommon thing fora campaigner 
to show five generations of ancestors on 
each side of the house that have made stand- 
ard records for themseives at the trot or 
pace,”’ said a horseman. 

“Take, for instance, the pacer, Mazie, 
2:20%, that came out down East not long 
ago. She is by the pacer Thistlt, 2:13\%, and 
he was by the pacer Sidney, 2:19%, a son of 
the trotter Santa Claus, 2:17%. There are 
three creditab-e recorde for the sire, grand- 
sire, and great-grandsire of this filly, and 
every,.one of those horses, in addition to 
being a performer, hes also proven himself 
a sire of speed, and that is the double test 
required of stallions in these days—that they 
‘must #ave speed of their own, and then be 
able to transmit it to their sons and daugh- 
ters. 

*‘ Going a little more into the pedigree of 
Mazie in the direct paternal line we find the- 
dam of Thistle, her sire, was Fern Leaf, a 
member of the Fiaxtail family, and that in 
addition to Thistle she also produced the 
trotter Shamrock, 2:25, and the pacers Sid- 
mont, 2:10%; Go.d Leaf, 2:11\%, which was 
the champion 38-year-old pacer of her day; 
and Ferndale, 2:16%. Then on top of all that 
comes the fact that the dam of her grand- 
sire, Sidney, was the trotter Sweetness, rec- 
ord 2:21\%, and she a daughter of Volunteer, 
record 2:37 to wagon way back in 1867 when 
those figures meant a whole lot, as 2:40 speed 
was not as common then as the 2:15 variety 
is nowadays. There are five pretty fair rec- 
ords right in the male line of Mazie’s pedi- 
stie, 2:13%; Sidney.

Cunning Game Bird Makes Semi-An- 
mual Visit to Sloughs, Ponds, and 
Swamps of Wisconsin, Illinois, and 
Indiana—Habits of the Long-Billed 
Fowl Who Pussies Gunners and 
Naturalists — Good Bags Recorded 
During Present Season.

That mysterious but delectable bird, the 
jacksnipe, is now, as the country editor 
would say, in our midst; or at least he is in 
the midst of some of the more fortunate 
shooters of this city who have been able 
to get away for a day and to occupy them- 
selves in the solution of the jacksnipe’s 
curves. 

For three weeks the jacks have been com- 
ing in, and if you lived near one of the big 
Indiana marshes you might have heard them 
dropping in on the marsh hours at a time 
during these warm nights. Some say the 
jacksnipe migrates only during moonlight 
nights, but this probably is only partially 
true. Nobody knows much about this wily 
citizen. No doubt the birds start South 
primarily because they find their food grow- 
ing scarce, and they drop in on our country 
because they find the feed to their liking, for 
at least a short time, on their south-bound 
journey. Their stay is less extended and 
less regular in the fall than in the spring, 
and depends upon many causes, some of 
which are known of man, and most of which 
are known only of jacksnipe. The bird is an 
uncanny creature, and by many is held to 
be a spirit bird, a “ hant,”’ and not a thing 
of fiesh and blood. This opinion is easily 
acquired in the springtime, when the jack 
is thin and wild, and possessed of a weird 
instinct which teaches him to fly just about 
fifty yards before the gunner gets in range. 
In the fall hunting season, which is, indeed, 
_the only fit and proper time for the use of 
the gun, the jacksnipe is not so wild and 
wary. He is fatter, and more contented to 
loaf a bit. He is also younger, and not pos- 
sessed of the winter’s experierice with guns 
all the way down to the gulf coast. The 
warm weather and the full table of worms 
make him aldermanic and dull of habit. 
His thin, keen “ scaipe’”’ of the springtime 
is changed to a fat, throaty squeak, and, in- 
deed, many times he takes wing, especially 
if he thinks you have got quite by him, with- 
‘out making any noise at all, and, since his 
flight is as silent as that of an owl, he often 
gets away clean without your getting half 
| a chance at him. 


Jack Is a Clever Bird. 


‘Clever ‘and keen of wit is Master Jack, 
even when long tarrying at the flesh pots 
has given him a shade too muc¥ waist for 
genuine athletics. There is no bird with 
more brains, unless it be the ruffed grouse. 
Out in the open, far from any cover save 
the herbage of the marsh, the jack is able 
to hold his own with the best of dogs and 
guns. It continues to cling tenaciously and 
fearlessly to many of its old haunts In this 
section, in spite of the rapid spread of civili- 
zation, and its disappearance at any given 
time is due not so much to the presence of 
mankind on or near its favorite grounds, as 
to the temporary unfitness of those grounds 
for the support of the favorite food of the 
birds. The marsh at Koutts, Ind., was for 
years no doubt the best snipe ground of 
America. 

The long bill of the jack snipe is his means 
of getting a livelihood. Science alone can 
tell how long ago it was the first jack snipe 
began to dig in the earth for worms with a 
‘Bhort and weak bill; how ts success at- 
tracted others to the same industry; how the 
pursuit of this specialized art brought forth. 
in due course of evolution, the undue devel- 
opment of beak which gives this bird its 
peculiar appearance, and which makes it so 
good to eat, since it translates for us the 
tender worm at which we would primarily 
turn up our own human noses. : 


What a Snipe Knows. 


The jacksnipe knows when the worm crop 
is within reaching distance from the sur- 
face, usually after a rain or during a moist 
time; he knows that worms do not lie in 
the wet marsh or in what is called the “ sour 
ground,”” but in warm and clean earth. 
Master Jack, passing over a strip of coun- 
try, can tell by looking at it whether or 
not it is worth a try. He drops down and 
prowls about for a little time. If the feed 
is not there, he passes on to some better 
spot. If it is there, he stays until the con- 
ditions change, until it gets too cold from 
acts of the thermometer or too hot from 
acts of the gunners. 

If the shrewd little fowl gets a notion 
in his head there are worms down in the 
ground beneath him which are just a trifie 
coy about coming out, he runs along a little 
way and then stamps on the ground with his 
feet. It is sure he does this stamping, and 
supposedly sure he does it for a purpose; 
for after this act has been repeated many 
times he has been seen to thrust his bil] 
down between his feet and haul forth the 
coveted worm. i ‘ 

Scientists say the worm comes up to the 
surface on hearing this gentle pattering 
on the supposition that the sound is made 
by the faliing of rain. Anybody who knows 
worms at all knows how dearly they love 
the rain, and how they come up and crawl 
around on the ground after a warm rain. 
The jacksnipe understands about this, even 
if we do not. 

A few jacksnipe breed on the big marshes 
of Indiana, though not so many as did so 
ten or twenty years ago. To the north, on 
such marshes as the Horicon marsh of Wis- 
consin, in a wet year these birds breed in 
large numbers. A friend of mine tells me 
he has seen the nests of these birds in large 
numbers to the north of the Great Slave 
Lake. 

In spite of the fact the nests of this bird 
are so rarely seen, it breeds in cofisiderable 
numbers in Wisconsin, for the first of Sep- 
tember on some of the better Wisconsin 
marshes bags of three or four dozen jacks

it is certain the great northern flight has 
not yet begun to move down. 

All old snipe hunters know the peculiar, 
mysterious noise made by the jacksnipe 
when it is “ booming.’’ This is often heard 
with the spring call of the snipe, its throaty, 
twittering love note, which is one of the 
wildest and sweetest in nature. One can- 
not tell how far off the bird may be which 
is making it, so high up in the air it may 
be. Sometimes a jack will take wing with- 
out being frightened and rise high up in 
the air in wide spirals, all the while send- 
ing down this peculiar and evasive sound. 
Usually when’ the snipe are ‘“ booming” 


they are wild and restless and fly a good, . 


long way when put up, so that they do not 
offer such good sport at that time. The 
sound of the booming snipe is more like the 
singing of a nail hurled through the air 
than anything else one can think of, a 
hurtling, rippling sound with a certain musi- 
cal quality. 
Birds Hard to Find. 

Of all game birds the jacksnipe is the hard- 
est to get a line on, for he seems to have no 
regular daily schedule like most creatures, 
and does not feed at any regular hour or rest 
at any given time. Most.hunters spend all 
their lives in the pursuit of thie bird without 
getting much more than a rudimentary idea 
ofits habits. They hunt it on the wet marsh, 
and when it disappears from that sort of 
ground they do not try to solve the conun- 
drum, but give it up. If they should quit the 
marsh themselvese and go back in the high, 
dry fields, and look close along the high 
grass at the edgesof the warm sloughs, they 
might learn more of snipe lore. Often the 
place to get the bag filled is a mile or more 
away from the wet marsh where the birds 
were abundant during the morning or even- 
ing. I once killed a dozen snipe in the barn- 
yard of a German farmer whe lived a mile or 
more away from a big marsh In Wisconsin. 
He called me to see these “ fonny birds mit 
long snoots”’ that were “ rooding”™ in his 
manure pile. 

Two shooters at the Horicon club once 
killed over fifty jacks on the meadow back 
from the marsh, and it was so dry that they 
walked in their slippers and kicked up dust 
as they walked. About all you can say as te 
finding this bird is that it feeds usually on 
the wet marsh early in the day and again in 
the afternoon. If much pounded out it will 
leave for parts unknown, probably resorting 
to the high dry ridges iniand. If the weather 
be rough and cold, the jacksnipe often takes 
to cover and may sometimes be put up in the 
willows or brush patches. - 

The cool shooter soon learns two things 
about shooting jacksnipe, two essential 
points of the game. First, he walks down 
the wind, and second, he takes his time when 
the bird Jumps, 

Trouble for the 

In most sorts of hunting the hunter tries 
to prevent the quarry from “ getting his 
wind,” either by scent or by ear. Almost 
any wild creature .runs with the wind, so 


} that the tell-tale sound or scent of the 
_hunter may come to it the more quickly. 


The buffalo is almost the only quadruped 
which does not run with the wind. It runs 
into the wind, and not with it. A jacksnipe 
does the same thing. It has to rise against 
the wind, and hence it springs towards the 
hunter as it rises, and not away from him. 
This makes all the differen@e in the world, 
as you may easily prove in a short timeona 
snipe marsh. As the-bird zigzags to one 
quarter or the other, and soon settles to its 
determined course, the shooter who isan old 
hand calmly waits for an instant, unless the 
rise has been far @nd wild, and as the bird 
steadies down he leads in just ahead of it 
and cuts it down. Then he picks it up, if he 
can find it. 

Even in death the jacksnipeis defiant. Its 
mottled back blends in color perfectly with 
the brown and gray of the grass,and the 
shooter must mark his game correctly if he 
is to find it without a dog. 

The highest bag of jacksnipe made this 
fall near Chicago was brought in by a local 
gun near Hanna, on the Kankakee marsh 
of Indiana, this last week—seventy-two 
birds. The greatest snipe country of Amer- 
ica today is on the Texas gulf coast, be- 
tween Galveston and High Island. The 
jacksnipe are killed there by thousands in 
a favorable winter, chiefly in December and 
January. The hunters go out on horseback 
across the sea marsh, back among the drier 
leads of rivulets and sloughs. At night they 
come in with their saddles literally covered 
with bunches of these birds.

MANHATTAN CLUB ARRANGES

Six Well-Known Experts to Compete 
for a Purse of $300—Cosmopolitan 
Chess Club at New York Reorganizes

Arrangements for the masters’ tourna- 
ment at the Manhattan Chess club have been 
completed. The following six players have 
entered: D. G. Baird, A. B..Hodges, E. 
Hymes, 8. Lipschiitz, F. J. Marshall, and J. 
W. Showalter. To the entranee fees of $50 
each the club has added $200. The purse 
will be divided inte three prizes of $250, $150, 
and $100 each. It will be a two-round con- 
test, and play will proceed at the rate of 
three games weekly, two on week-day even- 
ings, and the other on Sunday afterno@ns. 
The time limit of twenty moves per hour 
has been adopted, and was proposed by Mr. 
Showalter. The Kentuckian is generally a 
slew player in important games, but after 
participating In several of the German totr- 
naments he has arrived at the conclusion 
that twenty moves to the hour is slow 
enough for all practical purposes. In the 
German tournaments games lost by exceed- 
ing the time limit do not seem to occur more 
frequently than in the fifteen-move-per-hour 
contests. , ‘ 

Mr. Lipschiitz fs one of the three favorites 
for first place, and it will be interesting to 
see whether the former champion of the 
United States is still in good practice and 
form. He was defeated by Showalter in 
their last match, but in his last meeting with 
Marshall he won three straight. Since then, 
however, the Brooklyn club’s champion has 
distinguished himself at Paris and is a great 
deal strenger.

Trials ef the Novice. 


The following incident occurred a few 
years since, the player now being one of 
the best known in Chicago, but then only in 
his first or second season. His holding was 
as follows: The four honors tn clubs, five 
hearts to the eight, two diamonds, six and 
four of spades, trumps. 

He opened the heart suit Instead of the 
‘club because it was the larger—a devotion 
to principle of which even Cavendish never 
would have dreamed of. His partner, win- 
ning with the ace of hearts, led king, ace 
of diamonds, on which our player called for 
trumps. An appalling wreck of a good hand 
followed, and the writer was the referss 
in the ensuing dispute between the partners, * 
The reasoning of the offending player was as 


follows: 

“I had the clubs and hearte, my partner 
ehowed the diamonds, why shouldn't I 
have called?” 

This reasoning is, of course, crude, but 
it is not ridiculous, although the play may 
be. Too much care cannot be usedto avoid 
discouraging the earnest student. of the 
game, for his path is thorny enough at the 
best.

The first trick reveals an 
deal. Unless north is playing deep to coax 
a trump lead East can count six spades re- 
maining with his partner. With his own 
holding of five trumps and plenty of “ dead- 
wood” to discard he must go out for the 
hand and risk the chance of an ambush, 

West must plan the play of the whole deal 
before playing to trick two. It takes two 
leads to establish his spade suit, after which 
he must secure the lead in order to make 
them; he has no possible reéntries in the side 
suits, and must therefore win with each of 
his trumps. It is rather startling to not 
only refuse to returh your partner's trump 
lead, but to deliberately force him instead, 
and requires absolute confidence in the part- 
ner’s ability to read the situation. : 

The deal is in danger at trick five. Should 
east win the trick with his smaller trump, 
instead of the queen, west cannot make his 
spades. He unblocks neatly, however, by 
ruffing with his queen and leading the six, 
and the diagram tells the rest of the tale.

ABECEDARIANS, 


qn the Past the Word Was Applied 
to Pupils and Their 
Instructors. 


word ‘abecedarian’ is a re- 
spectable word in good standing in 
the dictionary,” said a teacher. 

-“™ Bo are also the words ‘abece ’ and 
*abecedary’~—all three being de- 
rived treme the letters a, b, c, and d. Abece- 
dariam was commonly used to designate a 
pupil who was still struggling with the al- 
phabet; but it could be as correctly applied 
to one who was teaching the alphabet. The 
same word was applied to both teacher and 
pupil. If in the earlier days of education 
there had been a system of graded schools 
similar to what we now Rave, the primary 
taachers would in all probability have been 
called abecedarians, the classes would have 
been ‘known as the abecedarian clasdgs, and 
the bdoks used would not have been primers, 
but abecedaries; they would not have stud- 
ted. the alphabet, but the abece or cross-row.

The essentials to understanding any 
peculiar case of anima! behavior are almost 
invariably overlooked by inexperienced ob- 
servers, and the best trained biologist is 
liable to the same oversight, especially if the 
habits of the anima! are not familiar. The 
qualifications absolutely indispensable to re- 
liable diagnosis of an animal’s conduct is an 
intimate acquaintahce with the creature's 
normal life, its habits, and instincts. Little 
can be expected in this most important fleld 
of comparative psychology until investi- 
gators realize that such qualification is not 
furnished by parlor psychology. It means 
néthing less than years of close study—the 
long continued, patient observation, experi- 
ment; and reflection, best exemplified in 
Darwin's work.” 


Cause of Tumbling Habit. 
fanciers and thousands of other 

people as well, for that matter, have always 
been puzzled to account for the origin of the 
instinct of tumbling, a habit which a certain 
breed of the bird# indulges in constantly, and 
which makes of the tumblers a specially 
prized class. Through his long study of the 
pigeons, both caged and at liberty, Professor 
Whitman has arrived at certain conclusions 
touching this tumbling practice which are as 
interesting as they are new. He says that 
the probable source of the origin of tumbling 
was undoubtedly a general action instinc- 
tively performed by the ordinary dovecot

It is. well known that

once raised two pairs of these birds by hand, 
in a-.place several miles from any other 
pigeons.

Explains Alleged Insanity. 


Romanes, the scientist, in his “ Mental | 


Evolution of Animals,” gave wide publicity 
and the weight of his own authority to the 
story of a pigeon that went insane. One of 
the results of Professor Whitman's investi- 
gation is a refutation of the insanity theory 
of Romanes and the giving to the scientific 
world of some instances of more “ insane” 
actions on the part of perfectly normal pig- 
eons than those attribu to the supposedly 
crazy bird. The pigeon Romanes was @ 
white fantail, which became, as the original 
report went, the victim of a peculiar infatua- 
tion. The story goes: ‘“ No eccentricity 
whatever was remarked in the pigeon’s con- 
‘duct until one day I chanced to pick up @ 
ginger beer bottle of the ordinary brown- 
stone description. I flung it into the yard, 
where it fell immediately below the pigeon- 
house. That instant down flew pater famil- 
jas, and to my no small astonishment com- 
menced a series of genuflections, evidently 
doing homage to the bottle. He strutted 
round and round it, bowing and scraping and 
cooing and performing the most ludicrous 
antics I ever beheld on the part of an enam- 
ored pigeon. Nor did he cease these perform- 
ances until we removed the bottle; and, 
which proved that this singular aberration 
of instinct had become a fixed . delusion, 
Whenever the bottle was placed or thrown 
in the yard the same ridiculous scene was 
enacted. The pigeon came fiying down as 
quickly as when his dinner was thrown out, 
and he continued his antics as long as the 
bottle was allowed to remain. Sometimes 
this would go on for hours, all the other 
pigeons treating his movements with the 
most contemptuous indifference and taking 
no notice whatever of the bottle.” 


Saw His Image Refiected. 


Mr. Romanes believed that this pigeon was 
affected with a strong and. persistent mono- 
mania, and said that, although it was well 
known that insanity was not an uncommon 
thing among animals, this was the 
only case he had met with of a conspicuous 
derangement of the instinctive as distin- 
guished from the rational faculties. Profes- 
sor Whitman had this case in mind during 
the course of his pigeon studies, and says 
plumply that this particular pigeon, whose 

"behavior had given it so wide a fame as a 
lunatic, was undoubtedly a perfectly norma) 
bird. *“‘ I have seen,”’ he said, “‘ a white fan- 
tail play in the same way to a shadow on the 
floor, and when the shadow fell on a crust of 
bread he at once adopted the bread as the 
object of his affection and went through all 
the bowings and genuflexions ascribed to the 
finsane’ bird, even to repeating the be- 
havior every time I placed the same piece 
of bread on the floor of his pen. The chances 
are that the ‘crazy’ bird saw his shadow 
upon the bottle or his image faintly reflected 
on its surface.” 

A large number of Professor Whitman’s 
pigeons are wild birds. The two crowned 
pigeons of Australia, the largest of the 
pigeon tribe, go fluttering with fear at the 
approach of any one save him who feeds and 
owns them. In a cage just beyond is a nat- 
uralized Filipino pigeon, perhaps the most 
®eautiful of all the many varieties that go 
to make up the family. This bird is called 
the “bleeding heart” because of the bril- 
Hiant red splash upon the whiteness of its 
breast. Ata little distance it looks as though 
the bird was wearing a damask rosebud.

Experiments in Crossing. 

In the crossing and recrossing of the dif- 
ferent varieties which Professor Whitman 
accomplished he is given the oppor- 
tunity that he secks to see which. of the 
parent's traits are the more strongly im- 
pressed upoh the offspring. The professor 
has succeeded in crossing the American wild 
pigeon with several of its different relatives. 
The mourning dove, so common in Illinois 
in the wild state, has mated freely with birds 
utterly unlike it in appearance and char- 
acteristics. Among the most prized birds 
in the collection are some blue rocks, cap- 
tured in the wild state on the coast of Eng- 
land. These birds, of which there are few

that if it is acknowledged by the Committee 
of Privileges of the Ho of Lords it will 
be equivalent to an admission that he wou:d 
be the lawful heir to the throne of Great 
Britain were & not for the so-called act of 
settlement which two centuries ago gave the 
Briti8h crown to the Hanoverian house of 
Guelph in preference to less remote kins- 
folk of the Stuart Kings. For, whereas, 
Queen Victoria is the descendant of the 
illegitimate issue of King Robert II, of 
Scotland, the Earls of Monteith, whose peer- 
age hase been dormant since the reign of 
Charlies I., were the legitimate descendants 
of King Robert.

In the British peerage slumber queer 
things. But this is perhaps the strangest of 
all. For it would seem that, while an ille- 
gitimate royal line has filled the throne of 
Great Britain for centuries, and that even 
its own. illegitimate branches, such as the 
great ducal! houses of Richmond, &t. Albans, 
etc., have flourished, the one true and legiti- 
mate royal line has not only been rigorously 
suppressed but even deprived of its peerage 
and reduced to the state of a commoner. 

While a decision in favor of Mr. Cunning- 
hame Graham’s claims to the Earldom of 
Monteith can in no way affect Queen Vic- 
toria’s rights to the throne, which, as stated 
above, are based less on legitimate descent 
than on the so-called act of settlement, yet 
such a decision would have the effect of 
placing the so-called Jacobite league, or 
White Rose society, in a foolish position.

of the “martyrdom of King Charlies I.” by 
religious services. 

Some of the ablest genealogists of the 
United Kingdom, and even the Scotch and 
English Colleges of Heralds, have admitted 
that Mr. Graham is able to trace in a direct 
and unbroken line his descent from the 
seventh Barl of Monteith, and it is on the 
strength of <hese opinions, official and pri- 
vate, that he has put forward his claim to 
be the fifteenth Earl of Monteith and sub- 
mitted his position to the Committee on 
Privileges of the House of Lords. The latter 
is proverbially slow in deciding such mat- 
ters, and in the present instance matters are 
complicated by the fact that there are 
several other claimants to the Barldom of 
Monteith, including a George M. Graham of 
Leitchtown, and Hkewise another George 
Graham of Toronto, Canada, formerly @ 
commercial traveler.

The Governor of New Hampshire has 
‘recently written a letter to,a gentleman 
in New York, who had protested against 
‘the @esecration of scenery in the White 
Mountains with. advertising signs, saying 
that ‘the is greatly interested in this ques- 
tion and that he intends to introduce a 
bill in.the next Legislature to prohibit the 
advertising nuisance. In this connection 
it is of further interest that Mr, Frederick 
Law Olmsted, the well-known landscape 
and park decorator, has submitted a report 
to the American Park and Outdoor associa- 
tion, in which he discusses this question at 
great length. Mr. Olmsted treats the sub- 
ject in a conservative way, keeping the 
rights of advertisers as well as of the gen- 
eral public in view. 
educate public sentiment than to suggest 
drastic methods and to check abuses rather 
than dictate prohibitive legislation. He 
says “the evil to be suppressed is merely. 
the umreasunable extension and abuse of a 
perfectly proper practice incident to modern 
business methods.” 

To regulate these abuses Mr. Olmsted 
suggests that the exhibition of advertis- 
ing signs, beyond those relating to busi- 
upon the premises or the 
sale of the property, should be prohibited 
on the borders of parks and parkways.

THE LEASE OF THE LOCKPORT POWER. 
At the last Council meeting the contract 
between the city and the Sanitary Trustees 
for the development for municipal purposes 
of the water power at Lockport was ap- 
proved. It is to run for seventy-five years 
from July 1 next. The price to be paid the 
sanitary district by the city is $4 per horse 
power per year, This is a low figure, but it 
does not measure the entire cost to the city. 
It will have to imvest much money to utilize 
the power it is leasing, and the interest on 
that investment of capital has to be taken 
into consideration, ; 

It 4s too soon, however, to begin speculat- 
ing about how good a bargain the city has 
made, The question has to be settled firet 
whether it can get the money with which to 
erect the necessary plant at Lockport. The 
estimated cost of works it is desired to build 
there is about two and a half million dollars. 
More may be needed, for estimates are de- 
ceptive often. The fate of this contract ig 
in the hands of the Supreme Court. If it 
decides that the limitation of 5 per cent 
on municipal indebtedness applies to the fair 
cash value of 'property, as determined by 
the Assessors, the city will be able to add 
largely to its bonded debt. If the 
court should hold that the limitation ap- 
plies to the assessed valuation; which is one- 
fifth of the actual value, the city will be 
unable to sell a bond and will have to throw 
up its contract with the Sanitary Trustees. 

It is by no means unlikely that the Su- 
preme Court will decide, when the question 
is presented to it, that the city can issue 


bonds much in excess of the amount now. 


outstanding. In that event there will be no 
difficulty about getting the money with 


which to build the proposed plant at Lock- 


port, thus obtaining for the municipality 
power enough to light up all the streets and 
enable it to dispense with gas altogether. 
The securing of the economies which are 
hoped for will depend largely, however, on 
the honest and economic construction of the 
Lockport works. If tonstructed with no 
more regard for stability and econemy than 
many Chicago public undertakings have 
been, the municipality, even though it is to 
pay only $4 per horse power, will find that 
it has not made a profitable bargain. 


THE STRAIN OF CAMPAIGNING. 
: It is said that Governor Roosevelt's voice 
shows signs of failing under the continued 


strain of daily speechmaking. The wonder 


is that his voice and his physique have been 
able to stand the merciless wéar and tear 
that have recently been put upon them. 
During the last month he has been making 
from three to nineteen speeches daily, at 
all hours of the day and night, usually in 
the open air, At the same time he has 
been undergoing the strain of being whisked 
through fourteen States on fast railway 
trains. He has made 288 speeches to 575,- 
000 people, and has shaken hands with tens 


of thousands more. All this work has been | 


accompanied with almost continuous con- 
versation between speeches. It is not 
strange that he should begin to show the 
fatigue due to such an ordeal. None but a 
man of remarkable physical endurance 


could have stood it as long as he has with- 


out respite. 

In this matter of physical and vocal en- 
durance Mr. Bryan is also something of a 
marvel. He is always ready to make a 
speech, to shake hands with admirers, and 
to engage in ordinary conversation. His 
vocal apparatus seems to be always in good 
working order and his voice clear and 
rather pleasing. The stress of travel and 
‘the necessity for irregular hours in eating 


and sleeping appear to have had no bad. 


effect on him thus far. He knows how to 
take care of his voice and of himself. Not 
one campaigner in ten thousand could 
maintain such a gait throughout a cam- 
paign as Mr. Bryan has.

INSURANCE AGAINST WAR. | 
Homer L. Boyle of Grand Rapfds, Mich., 
has got hold of an idea so splendidly ridicu- 
lous that it lacks only a short step to make 
it sublime. He wishes to insure the world 
against war, and with’that idea in view has 
incorporated the International Peace As- 
surance company. Its stockholders are to 
include all the citizens of every country in 
the world who, in the interest of big divi- 
dends, are expected to force their respective 
governments to take out policies covering 
the real and persona! property of the several 
nations, as well as the stock on hand of 
national pride, prestige, and pugnacity. 
When, after the completion of Mr. Boyle's 
company, two nations get into a dispute, in- 
stead of sending armies into the field they 
will apply to Mr. Boyle, who will send out a 
war insurance adjuster who will go over 
the case carefully and make awards on the 
policies held by the disputing nations. Of 
course every award of this kind. will cut 
down the dividends which the stockholders 


“will receive, and it is therefore expected 


that great pressure will be brought to bear 
upon Emperors, Kings, and Presidents to 
prevent them from getting mixed up in 
international disputes. 

It is probable that Mr. Boyle has already 
carefully worked out the amount of pre 
miums which each nation will have to pay. 
Thus it is likely that China would be at 
present classed as a bad risk and would be 
obliged ‘to pay two or three times the 
amount of premium which would be ex- 
pected from Sweden or Belgium. A series 
of sliding rates might also be arranged for 
the South American republics, or they 
might be provided with pelicies insuring 
only against outside war and leaving do- 
mestic insurrection out of the question. 

Mr. Boyle is said to be backed and in- 
dorsed by an impressive list of prominent 
men, including United States Senators, 
Congressmen, and other public men. At 
this distance it appears, however that Mr. 
Boyle is mistaken only in the direction in 
which he has given expression to his great 
idea.

ELECTRICITY Vs. STEAM. 
The address of Professor Silvanus 
Thompson at the recent meeting of the 
British Association for the Advancement of 
Science upon electricity as the power of 
the future has attracted considerable at- 
tention in England, largely because 
it no longer possesses the advantage 
of immense supplies of coal obtained with 
comparative ease. In this respect it is now 
no better off than other competing nations, 
and it has also to contend, as Professor 


Thompson says, “ with men who have at’ 


their disposal a power which costs far less 
than anything we can command in the way 
of steam engines or gas engines; less, in- 
deed, than a halfpenny per hour per horse 
power.” This is the power of the waterfall 


in generating electricity, which the professor 


illustrated by reference to such stations as. 
Niagara, Rheinfelden, near Basle, and 
Vizzola, in Lombardy, “ which are creating 
new industries and new industrial communi- 


ties, living under new material and social 


conditions.” 


Professor Thompson was enthusiastic in } 


his prediction that electricity is destined 


to play the part which is now played by }. . 


steam, and confidently looked forward to 


the time when it will be the motive power |’ 


of all industries and all locomotion, and 


when the miseries associated with coal will 
be at anend. “The century which is clos- } 


ing,” he says, “has been the century of 
steam; the century to which we are coming 
so close will be the century of electricity.” 
As to the generation of electric power in 


-@ country practically destitute of water 
power he sees no-difficulty, as England has 


its natural source of power in its coal fields, 
and the supply of coal will be ample for 


that purpose, as it will no longer be needed 


for all the thousand purposes for which it 


is now employed. “Our supply of coal | 


would last practically forever, because, ex- 
cept possibly for exportation to communi- 
ties backward enough still to use steam, 


the only effective demand on it would be for.} 


the generation of electricity.” 


The prediction of. Professor Thompson | 


may yet be realized, for nature, reinforced 
by science, may be relied upon to supply.any 
deficiency of fuel and power in the future, 
as it has in the past. That the change will 
come is to be hoped, for it would mean not 
only a commercial gain but a freedom from 
smoke and its accompanying impurities, 
which would make cities about as clean ag. 
the country. The couhtless chimneys now 
polluting the air would not be needed, the 
general health would be improved, and the 
sum of human happiness thereby increased, 
The London Spectator, discussing the pro- 
fessor’s address, is inclined to indorse his 
prediction, but names as an important con- 
dition of its realization that its use must 
be made economical, for “ it will not drive 
out steam and gas unless it is cheaper than 
steam and gas.” It further asserts that-its 
use must not be monopolized by private en- 
terprise. Professor Thompson also shares 
this view of the subject, and asserts in his 
address that the question is “ not 
only a great industrial but a national one,”

HERE are 122,160 phys icians practicing medicine in the 
United States. This does ~ not intlude ~osteopaths, 
Christian Scientists, mental healers, and various other 
groups engaged in healing, yet not usually classed as 
physicians. This is one physician. to every 622 inhabit- 
ants. Thieis far in excess of the number in foreign 
countries. Nogreater number is needed, Thenumber 
ef doctors dying each year is about 1,600. There is 
necessity, then, for the graduation of 1,600 physicians 
each year: On investigation we find that there are 156 
Gisdergraduate medical schools in the United States; that these have 24,119 
students enrolled and that they graduate 5,725 physicians each year, The 

Rumber of schools in Chicago is sixteen. 
In 1898-29 these Chicago schools had 3,183 students and graduated 720 


* Physicians. Thus wesee that Chicago schools alone graduate enough stu- 
Gents to fill nearly one-half of the entire demand for the United States. One - 


thousand and six hundred representing the annual deaths amongst physi- 
elans and 5,725 the number annually graduating, there remains 4,100, or 71 
per cent, to take care of theincrease in population.

How is this to be accomplished? Five years ago a prominent medical 
school of this city was being run at an annual cost of $8,000. As it had 250 
students this was at a cost of $30 a student. This sum did not include inter- 
est on equipment nor other fixed charges. In the last five years the 
expenses heve increased fivefold and the students have doubled. A med- 
ical school of 250 students, maintained today at a cost of $8,000, would have 
no standing. There isanother fact bearing on this point. Let us use legal 
education asa comparison. Business absorbs a great many men who have 
received a legal education. Many men rearing sons for responsible business 
careers give them legal educations with no thought of their entering the legal 
profession. This is not true of medicine. , 

It can be stated that the large number of American medical colleges, 
their sharp competition, and, in consequence, their difficult struggles for 
existence are due to the small expense involved in their maintenance. A 
body of brainy, aggressive men, aware of the advantage of a medical schoo! 
professorship, would organize a school, without much hesitation, if the 


first cost was not to exceed $20,000 or $30,000 and the gross yearly expense | 
was not to succeed $8,000. Ifthe proprietors of the schools in the early . 


days had had the wisdom to spend all the earnings of the school on the 
students and accept only indirect returns, the number of schools would not 
be a tithe of those now in existence. 

The great increane in expense is due mostly to laboratories: Labora- 
tories are only the application of personal drill and the training of personal 
art in certain fundamental studies, such as anatomy, chemistry, pathology, 
etc. It costs. But laboratory methods in the broader sense must be ap- 
plied to the practical branches—surgery, obstetrica, internal medicine, etc.

the street, who have excitedly discussed po- 
and general economic questions. 
Sometimes there are. a dozen ‘or more of 
these groups comprising perhaps a score, 
sometimes & hundred people, packed in a 
Sense mass about thrée, four, or a half doz- 
en nen, who are carrying on a running argu- 
ment. They are generally interested listen- 
ers, but it sometimes happens that the whole 
group will seem to pair off individually or 
break into small knots and excitedly discuss 
“gome proposition which has been advanced 
by some one of the talkers in the inner circle. 
Sometimes, too, there will be one man ha- 
ranguing @ group, but the spirit of the as- 
semblage is too Democratic to permit of him 
holding forth at any length without having 
to meét a cross fire of questions and excep- 
tions to some of his statements. Sometimes 
the atguments wax so exceedingly hot that 
the poles feel called on to interfere, but this 
is of vare Gccurrence.

RISIAN art circles have re- 

ai cently been startled by the an- 
nouncement that the foot of the 
physically perfect. and typical 
woman is not number six or six 
and one-half in size, but rather 
number three. That is, the well 
proportioned woman wears a 
shoe one-half the size of the glove her hand 
calls for. Thus ifawaman wears a six glove 
her shoe should be number three. 

This announcement, so radically different 
from the old accepted proportion in 
the size of the hand and foot, has 
as authority the celebrated Felix Char- 
pentier. This fact has gained credence 
in the Latin Quarter, and with Charpentier 
as oracle it is accepted. by many as a law. 
For Charpentier is'an idol of Paris. He is 
a master of strength and power, of delicacy 
and finish. His greatest ambition is the 
glorification of the human form in all its 
divine beauty. And the master has spoken. 

The dimensions of the physically perfect 
woman are announced fully as follows: This

relates to the average woman—namely: the 
one who stands between’ five feet \thrée 
inches in height and five feet seven inches, 
The other proportions are*then in this ratio: 
Her weight should not exceed 140 pounds 
nor fall below 125. Her bust should measure 
from twenty-eight to thirty-six inches, and 
not to exceed the latter. Her hips will meas- 
ure from six to ten inches more .than the 
bust, and her waist line will measure from 
twenty-two to twenty-eight inches. Thus, 
the woman whose bust measures thirty-six 
inches, should measure twenty-eight inches 
around the belt. 


The upper arm should be just so long that 
the bend of the elbow is on the same line 
with the waist, and the forearm should ex- 
tend, when the whole arm is in repose, to a 
point permitting the fingers to touch just 
below the middle of the thigh. The neck 
should. measure from twelve to fourteen 
inches around, and the neck column should 
be perfectly straight and erect and exactly 
on a line with the central plane of the-body. 
When standing erect the height from the 
waist line to the feet should be about a foot 
more than the length of the body from the 
waist to the crown of the head. A perfectly 
erect posture, which inclines neither too far 
forward nor too far backward, can be gauged 
by dropping a plumb line from a point coin- 
cident with the tip of the nose, and this line 
should fall at a point one inch tn‘front of 
the great toe. In erect posture, hips 
and shoulders should be on a straight Ine 
drawn up and down. That is, a plane placed 
at either side of the body will be touched 
exactly by both hips and shoulders. The 
exact taper of the waist line is indicated 
thus: Divide the collar bone into threesec- 
tions; then drop a line from the outer third 
nearest the shoulder toward the hip, and 
this line will touch the waist. 


A striking difference lies in these meas- 
urements with those of the generally ac- 
cepted perfect Venus types. This difference 
isin the size of the foot. While the No. 7 
foot is no longer considered de rigeur ac- 
cording to the new edict, nevertheless we 
may still refer to the dimensions of -the 
Venus ‘de Medici, whose foot measures nine 
inches in length and who would require a 
No. 6 shoe.

Those poets who have been taught to be- 
lieve that poétry is a “ glut in the market ” 
and that it “never pays’ may take heart 
from Mr. Stedman’s encouraging words: 

“While verse of late has decreased its 
vogue as compared with that of imaginattve 
prose, yet never has so much of it, good 
and bad, been issued here as within the 
‘present decade; never before were there so 
many rhythmica) aspirants whose vo-umes 
have found publishers willing to bring them 
out attractively, and never have these taste- 
ful ventures had more assurance of @ cer 
tain, if Mmited, distribution. The dime re- 
quired for some acquaintance with them has 
not seemed to me misspent; yet the work of 
selection was siight compared with that of 
obtaining privileges from ‘authors and 
bookhouses, insuring correctness of texts 
and@ biographical data, and mastering the 
countiess other details of this presentation. 
My forbearing publishers have derived little 
‘comfort from its successive postponements 
in consequence of these exigencies and of the 


rou up more evenly my criticismand Il- 
lustration of Dnglsh poetry, carrying to the 
‘eentury’s end this last yolume of a series so 
long ago projected.”’ 

In making this anthology Mr. Stedman has 
sought gems, and found them, too, in the 
most out-of-the-way places. ‘A ruby is a 
ruby,” he says, ‘‘ on the forehead of a jogs 
or feund in the garments of a pilgrim. Here 
and there are included verses by masterful 
personages, not writers by profession, and 
the text of hymns, patriotic lyrics, and other 
memorabilia that have quality.”’ 

When Mr. Stedman told a New York pub- 
lisher, a university man, whose judgment 
is well entitled to respect, that he had this 
book in mind as the final number of a se 
ries and as a companion to the British vel- 
ume, he replied offhand: 

“ You cannot make it half so good as the 
other; we haven't the material.”" ‘“ This I 
was not ready to dispute, yet was aware 
} of having entertained a feeling, since writ- 
ing ‘Poets of America,’ that if a native 
anthology must yield to the foreign ene in 
wealth of choice production, it might prove 
to be, from an equally vital point of view, 
the more significant of the two. Now, hav- 
-ing ended my labor, that feeling has become 
a’ belief. which pessibly may be shared by 
others willing to consider the grounds of its 


Admirers of Walt, Whitman will be glad 
to see that Mr. Stedman places him well up 
by the side of Bryant, Emerson, and Poe. 
“In Bryant, often pronounced cold and 
granitic by readers bred to the copious-word- 
ed verse of modern times, is found the large 
{imagination that befits a progenitor. It 
was stirred, as that of no future American 
can be, by his observation of. primeval 
nature. He saw her virgin mountains, riv- 
ers, forests, prairies, broadly; and his vo- 
cabulary, scant and doric-as it was, proved 
sufficient—in fact, the best—for nature’s ele- 
mental bard. His master may have been 
Wordsworth, but the difference between the 
two is that of the prairie and the moor, On- 
tario and Windermere, the Hudson and the 
Wye. From “ Thanatepsis’’ in his youth 
to “ The Flood.of Years’ in his hoary age 
Bryhnt was conscious of the overstress of 
nature unmodified by human occupation and 
training. It is not surprising that Whitman 
—though it*was from Emerson he learned te 
follow his own genius—so often expressed 
himself as in sympathy with Bryant, above 
other American poets, on the imaginative 
side. The elemental quality of the two is 
what makes them akin; what differentiates 
them is not alone their styles, but the ad- 
vance of Whitman's generation frem the 
homogeneous to the heterogeneous. The 
younger minstrel, to use his own phrase, also 
saw things en masse; but in his day and 
‘vision the synthesis of the new world was 
that of populous hordes surging here ami 
-there in the currents of democracy. Bryam 
is the poet of the ages, Whitman of the gen- 
erations. The esthetic note of poetry was 
restored by Longfellow, in his Vergilian 
office, and by Edgar Poe with surér magic 
‘and endurance. Has any singer of our time 
more demonstrably affected the rhythmical 
methods of various lands than Poe with his 
few but haunting paradigms? He gave a 
#aving grace of melody and illusion to 
French classicism, to English didactics—to 
the romance of Europe from Italy to Scan- 
dinavia. It is now pretty clear, notwith- 
standing the popularity of Longféllow in 
his day, that Emerson, Poe, and Whitman 
were those of our poets from whom the old 
world had most.to learn; such is. the worth, 
Jet the young writer note. of seeking inspira- 
tion from within, instead of copying the ex- 
quisite achievements of masters to whom 
we all resort for edification—that is, for our 
own delight, which is not the chief end of the 

artists’ throes, Years from: now it will be 
matter of fact that their influences were as 
lasting as those of any poets of this century.” 

Mr. Stedman laments the public indiffer- 
ence to the higher forms of poetry. There is

} its system of moons have occupied 
the time of astronomers. In 16380 
mi the telescope had been improved 
-to show the big dark 
belt which surrounds Jupiter at the equa- 
tor, and before the eighteenth. century be- 
gan the principal phenomena of the planet, 
its period of rotation and position of its axis 
had been determined. 
With the perfection of the telescope knowl- 
edge of Jupiter, the greatest planet of the 
solar system, has increased, and quite recent 
observations, chiefly by Professor Hough 
of Dearborn observatory, are of sufficient 
oment to interest even the layman. If 
ter is in a position favorable to 6bserva~ 
tion, as it was the case from April till July 
of the present year, even a good hand tele- 
scope is sufficient to recognize the planet 
as a small disk, on either side of which in 
a direct line are the four moons: as little 
points of light in varying distances. Inas- 
much as it frequently occurs by the rapid 
course movement of the satellites that one 
of the moons passes in front or behind the 
planet, the moon in the first case will be 
itivisible in the light of the planet, or the 
latter ‘will cover it in the second case. It is 
therefore possible that at times only three 
or even only two of the small light points 


Moons of the Planet. 


The first illustration represents the sys- 
tem of Jupiter, the planet forming the center. 
The circle nearest to the center is the course 
of a small moon, known to astronomers only 
since 1882, and observable only in favorable 
position with the aid of modern giant tel- 
escopes. -Inasmuch as prior to this discov- 
ery the other moons were designated as I. to 


IV., this new moon was designated as V., 


though, being nearest to the pianet, it should 
logically be I. e other four circles are 
the courses of satellites I. to IV., as they 
appear in the relative distances to the size 


of Jupiter, of course as observed in the di- | 


rection of the planet’s axis. From.the earth, 
on the other hand, the planet is seen in the 
direction of its equa al diameter. 

The satellites were on Sept. 2, at 8p. m., at 
the points of their courses, which are in- 
dicated by crosses. Inasmuch as the first 
moon was at that time in front of the Jupiter 
disk, it was invisible, and the other moons 
appeared as they are represented on the 
upper rim of the illustration. At another 
time, Aug. 2, the four satellites were at those 
points of their courses which are indicated 
by small disks. The first moon.is covered 


by the planet behind which it courses, and 
as it is repre- 


the Jupiter system appears 
sented at the lower rim of the illustration. 


Thousands of Eclipses. 

It takes Jupiter nearly twelve years to 
reyolve once around the sun. At each revo- 
lution of the moons there is one eclipse of 
each, only moon IV. making an occasional ex- 
ception. Inasmuch as the period of revolution 
for the moons is brief—in the case of moon 
I, forty-two hours -and of moon IV. sixteen 
days and twelve hours—a Jupiter year has 
4,400. eclipses of the moon and as many of 
the sun. 

The satellites of. Jupiter are of different 
sizes, moon II. being of about the same di- 
mensions as the satellite of the earth. The 
second illustration represents the propor- 
tionate dimensions of the satellites and their 
planet, the arc at the upper end being a 
part of the rim of Jupiter, which, tn the pro- 
portion given, should have a diameter of ten 
inches. The relation of the satellites to their 
planet in regard to the effect of gravita- 
tion is altogether different from that of the 
moon to the earth. The latter moon bas the 
eightieth part of the mass of the earth and 


superficial, but that they 


exercises the well-known effects of ebb and 
flood of the earth oceans, while moon III., 
the largest satellite of Jupiter, has only the 
88-1,000,000th part of the mass of its planet, 
and its effect of gravitation upon the gas 
and vapor strata of the planet's surface 
must, therefore, be infinitesimally small. 
The other moons are still smaller, moon I. 
having only the 17-1,000,000th part of the 
mass of Jupiter. 

Professor Hough has dispelled the theory 
that Jupiter has.its own Nght. This fheory 
was based upon the fact that the planet, in 
relation to Mars, radiates much more light. 
It has already been said that the satellites 
of Jupiter—with an occasional exception of 
moon. IV:—Course i t of the planet's 
disk and are t visible. If the light ra- 
diating fromr' the planet were not only re- 
flected, but in part the planet's own light, it 
would appear brighter than that of its satel- 
lites and the latter would appear as dark.

‘Poles. Much Flattened.. 

Looked upon as a disk Jupiter appears even 
at a moderate enlargeme in an elliptic 

because its poles are much flattened 
on account of the rapid axillary movement. 
This flattening is proportionately fifteen 
times as great as that of the earth. With 
the aid of modern giant telescopes the Jupi- 
ter disk assumes giant proportions, and in 
this connection Professor Hough asserts 
that the light reflected from a globe must 
be weaker at the rims than in the center, 
for in the latter the sun is perpendicular 
above the surface, while toward the rims 
the light of the sun is gradually becoming 
sideways. He shows that the satellites in 
entering the disk are still visible as clearer 
bodies, while approaching the center they 
become gradually invisible. Passing from 
the disk they gradually become visible again. 
This proves conclusively that Jupiter radi- 
ates only reflected light. 

The light and dark spots visible on Jupiter 
have also received close attention. These 
spots came, remained for shorter or longer 
periods, and disappeared again. This was 
all that was known of the Jupiter spots 
until the most recent times. But observa- 
tions and measurements have resulted in 
determining that these spots change their 
positions on the surface of the planet, not 
only in longitude, from east to west. but 
also in latitude, to north and south. eir 
gradual disappearance is ascribed to the 
fact ‘that they more or less dip into the sub- 
stance which forms -the. visible surface of 
the planet, and the logical conclusion ar- 
rived at is that these objects are not merely 

have correspond- 
ing dimensions in depth. | 


Greater Warmth than Earth. 


The gigantic mass of Jupiter has a much. 
larger warmth than that of the earth. It fs 
the result of the molecular movement pro- 
duced by the compression of the strata, and 
must be greater the more powerful the 
masses and hence the larger the pressure of 
the strata is. Jupiter surpasses the earth in 
point of mass 807 times, and for this reason 
the inner temperature or individual warmth 
of the planet is probably high enough to 
evaporate the water upon the surface quick- 
ly, so that water vapor forms the principal 
substance of the atmosphere of Jupiter. 
Water vapor is an excellent reflector and 
readily accounts for the bright radiation of 
light emitted by the planet. Science has not 
yet determined the substance of the spots, 
but it is plain that the latter, dipping into 
an atmosphere filled with water vapor, must 
disappear from the sight of the observer.

ESCAPE 


-— HE news received early last week 
from Hermosillo, Mexico, that 
nine members of the Wells: ex- 
ploring party had been captured 
and eaten by cannibalistic na- 


fin the Gulf of California, was 
nee: & reminder to civilization that 
man-eating practices have not been entirely 
eradicated, At the sanie time, the news 
served to call attention to the rarity of can- 
nibalism nowadays in the Pacific islands, 
for with a few exceptions, notably in Tor- 
tugas Island, formerly man-eating tribes 
have been brought to see the errer of their 
ways. The natives on Tortugas have shown 
a ferocity that has kept missionaries or other 
white settlers from the island, several whole 
expeditions having been killed and eaten 
on the island in the last half century. 


Practice Sternly. 

It is not'many years now since the greater 
part of the south Pacific was inhabited by 
maneaters, but now the peoples of the 
islands have almost entirely given up the 
practice under the influence of stern 
pean government. George 
however, who recently came to America 
from the French penal settlement at New 
Caledonia, related on his arrival in San 
Francisco this month a btory of escape from 
the caldron that shows that some tribes 
still preserve the rite. After being freed 
by the officials of the colony at the expira- 
tion of his sentence'Mr. Latroune fell into 
the hands of a tribe of interior Kanakas and 
was by them imprisoned. He was told that 
he was to be cooked at the next feast. Be- 
fore his eyes two: of the women of the tribe 
were killed and eaten. He had resigned 
himself to his fate when by chance the 
chief’s son fell from a tree and broke his 
leg. Latroune caused the King to be in- 
formed that he could cure the boy and was 
given a chance to'try. He succeeded, and 
was given his liberty, a talisman to protect 
him from other tribes, and money to pay 
his passage to New York. 


In Fiji, which was once the worst of the 


Cannibal Islands, there is now no trace of 
human sacrifice, and the Tonga and other 
islands are as free. Now and then rumors 
of the rite come from the East Indian 
Islands, but no instances of man-eating 
have been reported from there for some

A professor of the University of Christianity, 
returning from several years of travel and 
study among the biacks of North Queens- 
land, in Australia, reports that it is still 
practiced there, though he has never seen 
a feast. He was told on different occasions 
of cannibalistic feasts in neighboring vil- 
lages, and believes the natives often desired 
to killandeathim. 

Cannibalism is not’ quite extinct 
rica, if the reports of travelers are 
authentic. In the upper Congo country it 
is said to.be the regular practice of nearly 
every tribe. Enemies captured in battle 
are-taken to the home village and there their 
legs. and arms are broken. This insures the 
flesh ef these members growing particularly 
toothsome within two or three days. 


Fattening the Victims. 


The captives are then put into a stream of 
running water, up to their necks, and bound

so they cannot escape or drown themselves, | 


and there they are kept thtee days. That 
process softens them up so that even the 
toughest old warriors become edible. After 
a big ‘battle, when there are more of the 
captives than the victorious tribe can eat, or 
when it is desired to propitiate some neigh- 
bors, gifts of a few odd men are made. Often 
in war time they are for sale. Human beings 

*for eating purposes have been known to drop 
to two shillings the pair. 


The African has a happy faculty, appar- 


ently, of confining this pleasant diversion to 
other blacks, and not attempting to eat 
whites. There is no recent record, at any 
rate, of any white having been present at 
an actual feast, though many have been de- 
scribed to whites by the negroes. 


OOKS BOUND. 
IN HUMAN SKIN, 


Request of Man Who Wanted to Pay 
Tribute to His Favorite 
Authors. 


Na shelf in the library of Dr. Mat- 
thew Woods of Philadelphia are 
three books bound in human skin. 
The man from whose body the skin 
was taken was Kari Kaufman, a 

young Germar., who had left his home across 
the water at 24 years of age because of a 
disappointment in love. Coming to America 
he supported himself by teaching German. 
Dr. Woods, who was his physician, became 
one of his pupils and fast friends.

VETERANS OF BIG FIRE + 


Rw D fire fighters, veterans 
of the Chicago fire, which oc- 
curred twenty-nine years ago 
this week, are becoming fewer in 
| mumber every year as the roll 
' call is read on the anniversary 
S of the day when Chicago was a 
' smoking ruin. There are more 
100 men in the Fire department today 
and thirty-nine of them fought the flames 
which wiped out the city in’71. These thirty- 
year men are more active today than many 
of the younger generation which now re- 
spond to calls of fire. Past 50 years of age 
and yet they are as quick to jump te their 
positions in time of danger and conflagra- 


tion as the youths barely 21. 


These men might. well be called the old 
guard, and yet there are a few of them who 
can claim the distinction of belongirg to an 
older guard than that of the veterans of the 
big fire. There are seven of these men, and 
they were in the department when it was a 
volunteer service. The paid service, as the 
department of teday is called by the old men, 
was inaugurated forty-three years ago. 
“No, I was not In the volunteer service, 
but I saw service at the Chicago fire and sev- 
eral years before that,” said a weather- 
beaten Captain. “I thought of retiring 
some years back, so I could travel and see 
@ bitoft the world. I was born here when 
there were but 8,000 inhabitants, and have 
pever been out of the State. I talked about

the matter with the chief. That was six 
years ago, and I am stillhere. Why, I do not 
feel right unless there have been two calls 
during the day and——” 

Many a tale will be told about the fire sta- 
tions this week concerning the time when 
king fire swept everything before it, even 
catching fire engines and carts before the 
firemen could rescue their own apparatus; 
of the scenes of flame, with men, women, and

UNCERTAIN AS TO DINOSAURS. 


‘Scientists. have not been agreed as to just 
what classification should be made of the 
dinosaur. To a great extent they im the 
position of the blind men who disagreed as to 
the form of the elephant. Some of the ani- 
mals were carniverous and others herbiver- 


ous; some were aquatic and some terrestrial; 


some leaned to lizard formation and others 
are supposed to have had air cavities'in their 
bones, suggesting bird characteristics. 

Authorities are agreed, however, that this 
animal was the largest which roamed the 
earth in those prehistoric ages when the 
world was inhabited by monsters of fabulous 
size and uncouth shapes. A/number of dis- 
coveries of dinosaur fossils have been made 
by scientific men, some of them of specimens 
of enormous size, but Professor Riggs’ dino- 
saur is the largest of them all. The thigh 
bone meagures six feet ten inches, while the 
largest of the vertebre is fifteen inches in 
diameter and fourteen inchesin length. The 
ribs’ are nine feet five inches long and eight 
inches broad. Pope and Marsh had made the 
most important previous discoveries of dino- 
saur remains, and Professor Marsh’s skele- 
ton is that of an animal estimated to have 
been sixty-five feet long and eighteen feet 
high. 


LEGS LIKE KANGAROO. 

The scientific name of the dinosaur is bron- 
tosaurus excelsis. The remains of the ani- 
mal are found in the Triassic, Jurassic, and 
chalk strata. It had a body resembling a 
huge lizard, but it was raised from the 
ground by legs somewhat like those of the 
kangaroo, The forelegs were much shorter 
than the hind legs and less powerful. The

The Gaudaloupe River runs for some twen- 
ty-five or more miles through a deep cafion. 
The walis of solid rock on either side rise 
to dizzy heights. In many localities the 
summits of the cliffs are 300 or 400 feet above 
the waters of the river. The bees have lit- 
erally taken possession of these lofty eliffs, 
and in many places countless swarms of 


them have been storing honey for centuries. 


They are so numerous in many places that 
they shade the earth like a vast cloud as they 


, fly about the caverns. Many of thesé 


swarms have never been disturbed, and it is 
highly probable that they will remain in 
peaceable possession of their homes for all 
time, though experts like Miss Agnes are 
of the opinion that some of them contain tons 
of honey. ‘‘I have had my share of climb- 
ing,"’ says the Queen of the Bees, “ for it re- 
quires nearly all of my time to attend to our 
domestic swarms, but F sometimes descend 
upon a particufarly rich swarm and rob the 
wild cliff-dwellers of a few hundred pounds 
of their precious possessions. Some of these 
caves are rich. In one instance we took 
more than a thousand dollars’ worth of 
honey from one cavern. I frequently visited 
some of the loftiest caves for the purpose of 
securing a vigorous queen to mix with my 
tame bees. I have found that the largest 
and best workers occupy the loftiest places in 
the sides of the bluffs. 

This venturesome Texas girl has never 
experienced a fall, or been seriously hurt, 
though she bas more than once.been in 
great danger of losing her life. Upon one 
occasion, while suspended in the air over 
800 feet above the earth, she suddenly felt 
the rope that supported her give a little, and 
upon looking up she was-horrified to observe 
that a projecting ledge had already cut one 
strand. She was barely able to reach a 
little ledge with the toes of one foot, and by 
casting as much weight as possible upon 
these toes she was able to relieve the strain 
on the rope. Realizing that the least trepi- 
dation on the part of her brothers would re- 
sult in hurling her to the earth, with great 
presence of mind she cut the bucket loose 
and quickly fastened the stout rope that 
had been attached to it about her own body. 
She then called to her brothers, and, after 
warning them to hold the bucket rope firm, 
she told them that it was tied about her 
own body. They suspected that something 
had happened, and, obeying her directions 
implicitly, she was safely ued. 

The most perilous situation that she ever 
encountered occurred about a year ago. 
She was in a locality that she had never 
visited before, and, while suspended in the 
air in one of the giloomiest cafions of the 
Honds some 300 feet above the water, she 
was suddenly alarmed by a hissing noise, 
and, upon looking around, she saw two 
enormous eagles perched on a ledge 
only a few feet away. She signaled 
to be drawn up, but the .big birds 
did not allow her to escape. Both flew 
at her face shrieking like fiends. “I 
had a large knife in my hand and I defended 
myself as best I could. One of the eagles 
cut a gash in my forehead with his talons 
and the blood blinded me. I realized that 
the boys were drawing me up, but I feared 
the enraged birds would tear out my eyes 


before I could escape. They were beating 


me with their wings and cutting my flesh 
with their sharp claws. I kept striking at 
them with my knife, and in making a des- 
perate blow I struck the rope above my head. 
It seemed as if my blood instantly con- 
gealed. I knew I had struck the rope, but 
did not know whether I had cut it or not.

The figurative shoulders 

which nations so long have been balaacing 

tantalizing chips are to be bent to the pur- 

suite ‘of peace. President Homer P. Boyle 

of Grand Rapids, by international agree- 

ment, is to preside over the belligerent des- 

tines of the world—to be the arbiter of ar- 

biters—to have power to knock in the heads 

of the war drums of civilization, ané make 

battle flags into shirt waists for the poor of 
earth. 


Briefly, through a mutual company of 
which he is to be the President at an un- 
named salary, Mr. Boyle will attempt to 
ineure nations egainet war. In this effort 
the nations in the compact will be called 
upon each year for a premium “ equal to at 
least five cents per capita of their total pop- 
ulation, together with a proper assessment 
each year.’ Such nations as do not deal in 
five-cent pieces, of course, will be expected 
to turn their coins into some Grand Rapids 
bank and pay the exchange rate. 
7 Genesis of the Plan. 

The basis of Mr. Boyle’s scheme is the 
tact that conservative, old-line life insurance 
eompanies are quite willing to insure the 
life of a soldier against the guns of any 
warring nation. Easily and naturally he 
has turned to the question, W'iy could net 
a whole nation be insured aga‘ust the oc- 
currence of war? 

Including himself, most of the promirent 
persons who have answered the question are 
agreed that there is no reason against it, pro- 
vided the various nations want to carry 
such a policy. 

Ex-Governor Hazen 8. , who once 
remarked regretfully of the Philippines, 
“We seem to have paid $29,000,000 for an 
insurrection,” is heartily im accord with 
Mr. Boyle's purposes, though K is not an- 
nounced if the several hundred $1 
contributions Mr. Boyle has received he 
has one of the Pingree plunks. Nine Vie 
Presidents, one secretary, one treasurer, 
_and a board of fourteen manugers have lent 
their names to the 5,000-word prospectus. 
Just when they will begin to expend ener- 
gies in the scheme is to depend upon circum- 
stances and the activities of the promoters.

indifferent citizens ef a country whose gov- 
ernment shall submit the five cents per cap- 
ita tax are fo have no part in dividends. 
Not only is a framed certificate to go to char- 
ter members, but in the language of the pros- 
pectus: 

“This ingurance society will issue medals 


' and title names to all members and to all who 


work in the arts of peace. The names of all 
of the members shall be raised ip rank upon 
each adjustment and settlement of any inter- 
national cemplication, and each member 
shal receive a title name and a medal of 
‘award for such victories. 

“The names of all the members and ad- 
dresses, together with a brief record of all 
+who lend their support to aid this cause, will 
be printed in a book and recorded with the 
Librarian of Congress at Washington, D. C., 
that the same may be preserved for future 
reference or history use. 

“The special epportunity of becoming a 
charter member {n this glorious cause, with 
such noted and distinguished men as have 
been and will be connected with this so- 
ciety, will certainly be an honor to any indi- 
vidual member that his name will be passed 
down in history. ... Kindly decide with 
yourself whether or not you can afford to 
withhold your support toward establishing 
‘Peace on Barth and Good Will Toward 
Men.’ 

To Begin with America. 

In the testing of this great scheme for 
solving the question of armor plate prices, 
blowholes, and for abolishing the ordnance 
proving grounds at Sandy Hook, the pro- 
moters have in mind the United States as 
an initial subject. The policy, numbered 
“1” and under the somewhat blind head- 
ing, “‘ Protection for the Prevention of

The International Insurance Society to Avert 
Wars, having its principal office at————_____——_ 


In consideration of the stipulation herein named 
and the fulfillment of the stipulation on the part: 
of the United States of America, and the payment 
of cents per capita of population, being 
the sum of ( ), and further 
assessments herein specified, the International 
Insurance society does insure the United States 
government by preventing the calamities of war 
between all governments who may or shall become 
insured by this society for the term of 


years. And for the consideration of the premise 
and benefit be obtained by protection against 
war the United States government stipulates that 


it will keep in force this insurance for the term 
of years as set forth by the articles stipula- 
tion herein named. 

This policy shall become operative and in force 
when five governments have adopted this tnsur- 
ance plan, and thirty days thereafter the said 
sum of (§¢_) shall become due 
and payable. 


Charges for Insurance. 


With reference to the collections made 
quotations and individuals and the rights of 
these contributors to the funds so collected, 
the prospectus explains: ; 

**It is proposed to charge the nations who 
may care to take the insurance a sum equal 
to at least five cents per capita of their total 
population, together with a proper assess- 
ment each year, and these sums thus col- 
lected are to be placed in a reserve fund for 
the payments of claims arising between na- 
tions and adjudged to exist by the Board of 
Adjusters. Should this reserve fund, how- 
ever, become greater than a given sum—a 
sum larger than any contingency would de- 
mand for the payment of disputed claims— 
it shall be the duty of the adjusters to de- 
clare a dividend from the surplus, and in this 
distribution the members are to share pro 
rata. It is not a visionary conclusion then 
to predict the coming of a time when every 
investor in this glorious cause shall receive 
his money back dollar for dollar, possibly 
with good interest. Besides this, if the 
wars were averted, it would lessen the 
burden of taxation for every property-owner 
within the nation. If the progressive na- 
tions of the earth should join in a mutual 
insurance of this kind and pay an entrance 
fee of nearly $100,000,000—a sum sufficient 
to pay almost any conceivable difference that 
might arise and leave a fair surplus each 
year. The sum that could be collected from 
$1 memberships would be such an indorse- 
ment as would create a sentiment for uni- 
versal peace that would drive these progres- 
sive nations into the insurarce compact.” 


Take Part in Politics. 


That the promoter means to get the 
scheme into politics at once is shown in the 
paragraph next follo this attractive ex- 
planation. He says: ‘“ It will be the object 
and duty of all members of this society, and 
especially of those who are interested as 
electors in the welfare of their fellow-men, 
to ald in the election of such government 
officials only as are in favor of the imme- 
diate adoption of this system of insurance, 
or its use together with arbitration, to pro- 
tect nations by preventing war.” Elsewhere, 
too, he says: “ If the adoption of this policy 
were put to a vote by the people of republics 
or empire governments, they would recom- 
mend its adoption."’ 

Mr. Boyle does not decry arbitration as 
compared with the military methods of set- 
tling international disputes. But he does 
not beMeve that arbitration can be made 
bindingly compulsory; he does not believe 
that treaties ever can be wholly respected, 
and especially he urges that arbitration asa 
means of settlement is too slow. ‘* Arbi- 
tration is good,”’ he says, “‘ but it is too slow. 
The nations must resort to past histories and 


‘Originators of Plans for Peace. 7 
In this scheme, of course, the unwilling and meet cases years, and the 


suspense which 
and the uncertainties cause is nearly 
as depressing as actual hostilities to trade 


‘and commerce and the good feelings which 


otherwise would continue to grow and ex- 
pand among all the people of all nations. 
This would be worth to any nation engaged 
in trade and commerce far more than such 
nation’s share pro rata of the adjudicated 
claim. High priced counsel are also neces- 
sary, whose fees often exceed the amount in 
controversy, while this association would 
adjudicate the matter as set forth in the 
articles in much less time and at much less 


Manner of Adjudication. 


As to the manner of this adjudication, it is 
outlined in the bylaws of the concern as the 
work of a Board of Regents, made up of 
one or more citizens, appointed by the na- 
tions in the compact. Any awards granted 
shall be made by assessment upon all na- 
tions so concerned. The association agrees 
to pay a forfeit if by the end of four months 
an adjudication of differences is not reached 
in a decision of the majority of the board 
members. 

To the end that peace may be maintained 
at almost any cost section 8 provides a 
seemingly beautiful privilege of tribute, 
which a country outside of the insurance 
bond may collect. This paragraph reads: 

“If a claim shall be presented against any 
nation which is insured by this society by 
any nation which is not insured, and there 
is grave danger that war may ensue should 
the payment of sald claim be denied, then 
this society may, upon a majority vote of 
the Board of Regents, pay the same.” 


Seeks Complicated Problems. 


That the association does not want to deal 
with trivialities, too, is shown in section 9: 

“If any insured nation has any matter or 
difference in dispute with any other insured 
nation, and they desire and can agree to set- 
tle it by arbitration, without recourse to this 
society, this society hereby concedes such 
right to any nation or nations, and this sv- 
clety will encourage amicable settlements of 
disputes between nations, it being intended 
that this society shall have submitted to it 
only matters deemed complicated or such 
matters as nations have failed or have been 
unable to arrive at a settlement mutually 
agreeable to themselves.”’ 

One of the significant arms of this assur- 
ance society is to be its secret service. At 
all times detectives will be at the call of the 
directing powers of the association, and that 
they will be expected to sleuth for their sal- 
— is rata in the blind phraseology of 
section 11: 


To Expose the Unwdrthy. 

“If there shall be any agitation in the lines . 
that might influence war, this society has the 
right to have its representative or secret de- 
tective to determine the party or parties that 
are trying to commit such a deplorable act 
and. if it is being promoted for any selfish 
gain by said party or parties, * shall be the 
duty of this society to expose the same, and 
the government being insured shal] take ac- 
tion to prevent such acts as may be possible.” 

Something after this general brief of his 
scheme Mr. Boyle hopes finally to run a 
corner on Peace, which he spells with a 
capital P. That he is earnest in his faith in 
this final accomplishment and asa tee 
that he did not take any short cut to these 

rinciples, but dug them out by hard licks, 

r. Boyle submits the copy of a letter from 
Lucy Ball, Librarian of the Grand Rapids 
Public Library. The fact that Mr: Boyle, 
for a year or more prior to April 8, 1890, had 
been browsing off library shelves, indicates 
that he has thought and that Oct, 5, 1900, is 
none too soon for him to have come to his 
perfected scheme by an elaborately round- 
about route. | 

Indorsed by Pingree. 

In an undated letter, but signed “ Hazen 
§. Pingree, Governor,” that philosopher gf 
the potato patch recommended Mr. Boyle's 
plans for universal peace. lie wrote in sub- 


stance: 

I have had for some time under my considera‘ 
tion your plan for an international insurance to 
avert wars. If Kings and Governors were to do 
the fighting and shed the blood of warfare there 
would be no occasion for the putting of your plan 
into operation, but so long as others—the “* great 
men’ of the ship of state—have the power and 
authority to bring about a state of warefare and 
the common men of the realm are to do the fight- 
ing, shed their blood, cripple themselves, and fill 
soldiers’ graves, a plan of your kind can only be 
looked upon in one light, and that it is the grand- 
est and noblest purpose that can be conceived in 
the mind and wrought out by the hand as well as 
the brain of man. 

I have carefully and considerately examined the 
plan and method and the manner you set forth of 
accomplishing the purpose you design. Your work 
shows care, patience, energy, ability, and per- 
sistence as well as perseverance, and you have 
earned the reward of success, which I see no rea- 
son now to doubt, if the leading nations of the 
world would enter into such an arrangement as 
you outline. Especially do I approve of the In- 
surance feature and note what you say, that your 
insurance saves life and property, while other in- 
surance only pays at death or loss of property. I 
see no reason why nations, as well as individuals 
and corporations, should not use insurance as a 
protection when adapted to secure them, and in 


conclusion I will say that I heartily indorse your 


plan and wish you success. 

In just one line this letter suggests that 
the Governor may have grinned when he 
dictated it. “*‘ You have earned the reward 


of success which I see no reason: now to 


doubt, if the leading nations of the world 


would enter into such an arrangement as 
treaties, which necessitates long delay, in you outline.”

; mai Richard 8. Tuthill of the Cir- 
CUIt and Juvenile Courts 
should be pointed to as a typical American; 
that he should be regarded as one of the 
most democratic of Cook County Judges; 
and, finally, that the lot of the small de- 
linquents in society’ should have been in- 
trusted to him as p genius of the 
court for juveniles. 

He is one of the most approachable of 
men. There is no cloak of artificial dignity 
wrapped around him. His common sense 
never deserts him. His broad humanity 
marks his dealings with men. He is loyal 
to*his friends and respected by his enemiés. 
He is Richard Stanley Tuthill first; all else 
has been only added unto him. . 

He came into life under circumstances 
favorable to the making of a'man. The 
Tuthills and the Strongs were of old Eng- 
lish stock and their names are on the rolls 
of the Puritans who first planted the seed 


Then, still moving with the drift of civiliza- 
tion, the Tuthills and the Strongs brought 
that seed westward to the Illin S prairies. 


Born in Illinois. 


Daniel P. and Sally Strong Tuthill, parents 
of the jurist, were born in Vermont. They 
came to Illinois, and in the southern part of 
the State “* Tuthill’s prairie ” is, and perhaps 
always will be,on the local and colloqttial map 
of the district. The father was a school teach- 
er, a student, and in the early days men such 
as Bishop Chase, Judge Breeze, and Stephen 
A. Douglas were guests at the Tuthill house. 
This was the house into which Richard Stan- 
ley Tuthill was born at Vergennes, Jackson 
County, Il., on Nov. 10, 1841. 

The foundation of the boy’s education was 
laid in this environment.’ When still a boy 
he was sent to the public schools of St. Louis, 
Mo. He attended the Illinois College in Jack- 
sonville, and from this school went to Mid- 
dlebury College in Vermont, from which he 
was graduated in 1863... 

- For more than two years the civil war had 
been shaking the continent. The fife and 
drum were strident, and the tuné of “‘ The 
Girl I Left Behind Me” was blithe and 
brilliant. At 22 years old the boy caught the 
infection, enlisted, and attached ‘himself to 
the scouts under General John |A. Logan. 
Later he was assigned to duty at the Gener- 
al’s headquarters. From there he went as an 
officer in Battery H of the First Michigan 
Light Artillery, and this became the famous 
De Golyer’s Black Horse Battery, which fig- 
ured s0 notably in the battle of Atlanta. He 
was active in the commands of Sherman and 


He was promoted twice while {n the service. 
Seeing the close of the war at hand, he re- 
signed in May, 1865. 


Studied Law While in Camp. 


In the leisure hours of camp duty the young 
man had been studying law as best he might. 
After this resignation he entered the law 
office of Judge H. H. Harrison at Nashville, 

n. He was admitted to the bar in 1866, 
was appointed State’s Attorney the next 
year, and held the office until 1870. Three 
years of general practice followed, and in 
1878 the young attorney came to Chicago. 

In the city, which was beginning to re- 
cover from the effects of the fire, he came 
to public notice when he was elected City 
Attorney in 1875. He was re#lected in 1877, 
and in the meantime had become prominent 
in Republican circles in Chicago. He was one 
of the “* Old Guard ” of 806 which voted thir- 
ty-six times for the nomination of Grant 
to a third term. And yet the one political 
desire of his had been to see General John A. 
Logan in the White House. 

In 1884 President Arthur appointed Judge 
Tuthill to be United States District Attorney 
in Chicago. In the elections of that year the 
Joe Mackin frauds in favor of the Democracy 
were uncovered. As District Attorney Mr. 
Tuthill made a point that while directly these 
frauds concerned only the State Legislature, 
indirectly they affected Congress and that 
for this reason the United States courts had 
jurisdiction. Judge Blodgett so decided, the 
trial resulted in establishing a Republican 
Legislature, which elected a Republican 
Senator to the National Congress. |

Even among those who have 
mastered \the art of walking the walk differs according to their anatomical 
development, their temperament, and their physical and mental condition.

ous movements of their ideal Phyllis, Daphne, or Cleo, and have glorified it 
in beanteotis verses. There is undoubtedly a most subtle charm in the 
graceful walk of a beautiful woman, and even plain women become attrac

Miss Bertha Beatrice Lash, director of phystcal education and expression 
in Mrs. John Vance Cheney's School of Music and Expression and in- 
structor of physical culture and elocution of the Chicago Young Women’s 
Christian association, had the kindness to pose fot the accompanying illus- 
trations, which show some of the most characteristic positions of the human 
body in walking propefly.

On the West Side, on the North Branch 
of the Chicago River, north of Kinzie street, 
another old cemetery has been obliterated, 
the ground being taken for manufacturing 
sites and business blocks. The remains 
buried there were taken to burial grounds 


outside the city limits, as they were at that 


time, but the cemeteries are now incor- 
Be sige within the legal precincts of the 
y. 

The old Jewish, cemetery, at Clark street 
and Belmont avenue, did not escape the 
spreading-out process of the growing city. 
The ground formerly occupied by the ceme- 
tery is now adorned by block upon block 
of stores and dwellings. This was, however, 
possibly the only instance where no bodies 
remained in the old ground, for every grave 
was identified and removed to a locality 
further north. 

From an historical standpoint, the old In- 
dian massacre burial ground is probably the 
most interesting to Chicagoans.

FAMOUS ESSAYS AND.ESSAYISTS-I11. | 


“ RICHARD STEELE < 


IR RICHARD STEELE and 
Joseph Addison were in many 
respects counterparts of each 
other, and the best work of 
the two men is inseparably 
linked together in.the Spec- 
tator essays. Of the 635 Spec- 
tator papers Steele wrote 240, 
including many of the Sir 
Roger de Coveriey essays, while he undoubt- 
ediy furnished the original ideas for many 
of those written by Addison himself. Steele 
eame of a poor family, while Addison's was 
well-to-do. In school the two were friends. 
Addéison wrote Steele's exercises, while 
Steele fagged for Addison and blacked his 
shoes. Throughout his life Steele was im- 
provident, rash, always in debt or.in trou- 


ble. ~Yet of the two he perhaps had the 
ore intellect. He suggested the 


ideas which Addison carried to fruition. 
Probably neither would have achieved much 
fame without the other. 

The finest tribute that can be paid to Steele 
is to record the fact that he was the first 
dramatist after the licentious epoch of 
Charles II. who dared to try to put the vir- 
tues again on the stage. In a basely im- 
moral epoch he possessed nothing but 
chivalrous tenderness for the purity and 
beauty of womanhood. This characteristic 
ran throughout his writings and was a sub- 
ject of enthusiastic sincerity with him. He 
did not always live up to his ideals; in fact, 
he sometimes fell far below them, for he 
had the incurable fauits of the “ kindly, gen- 
tle, improvident, jovial Dick Steele." But 
in spite of these he was no less a true gen- 
tleman than the poliahed. dignified,

and pet- | 


Clearness and vivacity of style are quali- 
ties in’ which Steele’s writings will bear 
comparison with Addison’s or those of any 
other essayist of his time. He had less 
grace, but more vigor, and he crammed more 
thought into his best essays than did his 
more famous friend. His work did not have 
so high an average, but Addison never wrote 
a better essay than the following one on 

Sir Roger's Opinion of True Wisdom.” 

Sir Roger’s Opinion | 
of True Wisdom. 


KNOW no evil under the sun so 
great as the abuse of the under- 
standing, and yet there is no one 
vice more common. It has diffused 
tself through both sexes and all 
qualities of mankind; and there 
is hardly that person to be 
found who ia not more concerned for 
the reputation of wit and sense than 
honesty and virtue. But this happy af- 
Tectation: of being wise rather than 
honest, witty than nood-natured, is the 
source of most of the ill-habits of life. Such 
faisé impressions are owing to the aban- 
don Writings of men of wit and the awk- 


' Ward imitaticn of the rest of mankind. 


For thisrreason Sir Roger was saying last 
night that he was of opinion that none but 
men of fine parts deserve to be hanged. The 
reflections of such men are so delicate upon 
all occurrences which they are concerned in 
that they should be exposed to more than 
ordinary infamy and punishment for offend- 
ing against such quick admonitions as their 
own souls. give them and blunting the fine 
edge of their minds in such a manner that 
they are no. more shocked at vice and folly 
than men of slower capacities. Thefe is no 
greater monster in being than an ill man 
of great par He lives like. a man in a 
palsy, with om@pside of him dead. While 
perhaps he en he satisfaction of luxury, 
of wealth, of n, he has lost the taste 
of good will, a ndship, of innocence.

be whipped. Every man who terminates his 
satisfaction and enjoyments within the sup- 
ply of his own necessities and passions is, 
says Sir Roger, in my eye, as poor a rogue 
as w. ; 


“ But,” continued he, “ for the loss of pub- 
lic and private virtue, we are beholden to 
your men of parts forsooth; it is with them 
no matter what is done, so it is done with an 
air. But to me, who am so whimsical in a 
corrupt age as to act according to nature 
and reason, a selfish man, in the most shining 
circumstance and equipage, appears in the 
same condition with the fellow above men- 
tioned, but more contemptible in proportion 
to what more he robs the public of. and en- 
joys above him. I lay it down, therefore, for 
a rule that the whole man is to move to- 
gether, that every action of any importance 
is to have a prospect of public good, and that 
the general tendency of our indifferent ac- 
tions ought to be agreeable to the dictates 
of reason, of religion, of good breeding. 
Without this a man, as I have before hinted. 
is hopping instead of walking; he is not in 
his entire aAd proper motion.” 

While the honest knight was thus bewilder- 
ing himself in good starts I looked intentively | 
upon him, which made him, I thought, col- 
lect his mind a little. “ What I aim at,” 
says he, * is to represent that I am of opin- | 


‘fon, to polish our understandings and ne- 
glect our manners is, of all things, the most 
inexcusable. Reason should govern passion, 
but insntead of that, you see, it is often sub- 
servient to it; and, as unaccountable as one 
would think it, a wise man is not always a 
good man.” This degeneracy is not only 
the guilt of particular persons, but also, at 
sometimes, of a whole people; and perhaps 
it may appear upon examination, that the 
most polite ages are the least virtuous. This 
may be attributed to the folly of admitting 
wit and learning as merit in themselves, 
without considering the application of them. 
By this means it becomes a rule, not so 
much to regard what we do, as how we do 
it. But this false beauty will not pass upon 
men of honest minds and true taste. Sir 
Richard Blackmore says, with as much good 
sense as virtue: “It is a mighty dishonor 
and shame to employ excellent faculties and 
abundance of wit to humor and please men 
in their vices and follies. The great enemy 
of. mankind, notwithstanding his wit and 
angelic faculties, is the most odiots being 
in the whole creation.”” He goes on soon 
after to say, generously, that he undertook 
the writing of his poem “ to rescue the Muses 
out of the hands of ravishers, to restore them 
to their sweet and chaste mansions, and to 
engage them in an employment suitable to 
their dignity.’’ This certainly ought to be 
the purpose of every man Who appears in 
public, amd whoever does not proceed upon 
that folimdation injures his country as fast 
as he succeédsin his studies. When madesty 
ceases to B@ the chief ornament of one sex 
and integrit¥ of the other, society is upon a 
wrong basis, aud we shall be ever after with- 
out rules t@ our Judgment in what is 
really ornamental. Nature 
and reason dictate one thing,) fon and 
humor another. To follow. therdittates of 
the. two latter is going imto.a road that is 
both endless and intricate; when we pursue 
the other, our pas is delightful, and what 
aim at easilyfafttainable. 


I do not doubt bu England is at present as 
polite a nation aS any in the world, but any 
man who thinks can easily see that the affec- 
tation of being gay and in fashion has near 
eaten up our good sense and our religion. Is 
there anything so just as that mode and 
gallantry should be built upon exerting our- 
selves in what is proper and agreeable to the 
institutions of justice and piety among us? 
And yet is there anything more commén 
than that we rin in perfect contradiction to 
them? All which is supported by no other 
pretension than that it is done with what 
we call a good grace. 

Nothing ought to be held laudable or be- 
coming but what nature itself should 
prompt us to think so. Respect to all kinds 
of superiors is founded, methinks, upon in- 
stinct, and yet what is so ridiculous as age? 
I make this abrupt transition to the mention 
of this vice, more than any other. in order 
to introduce a little story, which I think a 
pretty instance that the most polite age isin 
danger of being the most vicious.
